A family rift in the White House? 
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Report Carter's 
s o n , Chip, wife 
are separating 


Spokesmen deny President 
asks Chip to leave the W.H.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Amid 
reports of a marital separation, the 
President's 27-year-old son. Chip 
Carter, is moving to Plains while his 
wife, Caron, and their baby remain 
in the White House. 
But White House press spokesmen 
denied reports Saturday that the 
President had angrily asked Chip to 
leave the White House after Chip in­ 
formed him that he was separating 
from Caron. 
Caron's father. Ben Griffin, con­ 
firmed that Caron and Chip were 
having marital problems but was 
quoted in Atlanta as saying: "I don’t 
think it's reached a point that it’s a 
hopeless situation.” 


Griffin said: “ I don't know all the 
particulars, but young people — all 
young couples — have their moments 


when things aren’t going right with 
them.” 
As for reports the President 
threw Chip out of the White House, 
Griffin said he doubted Carter would 
take such "punitive” action. 
"That’s not what a daddy does, ” he 
said. 
Meanwhile, Mary Finch Hoyt, the 
first lady’s press secretary, declined 
Saturday to confirm or deny that 
Chip and Caron were considering a 
separation. 
"This is a private matter, 
Mrs. 
Hoyt said. "I’m trying to respect the 


couple’s wish that this is a private 
matter.” 
Mrs. Hoyt read this statement: 
"Chip is going to Plains. Caron and 
the baby will remain in the White 
House for awhile. It is expected that 


Caron and (baby) James will join 
Chip later.” 
Asked who expected them to get 
back together, Mrs. Hoyt said, "The 
family, I guess." 
Mrs. Hovt said Chip, who recently 
resigned an $8.000-a-year part-time 
job with the Democratic National 
Committee, will leave for Plains 
within the next few days, after 
winding up business in Washington. 


He will work in the family’s peanut 
business, the spokeswoman said. 
Caron and the baby will go to 
Camp David for a vacation with the 
Carters, Mrs. Hoyt said. 
The couple was married in 1973. 
Their only child, James Earl Carter 
IV, was born last Feb. 25. 
Caron Carter said through a White 
House switchboard operator that she 


was not taking calls from the press. 
Chip Carter could not be reached for 
comment. 
Mrs. Hoyt said she does not know if 
the couple is seeing a marriage 
counselor, and when asked if legal 
papers had been filed, she replied, "I 
don’t think so." 


Chip and Caron, 26, moved into the 
White House in January when Carter 
became president. So did Jeff 
Carter, the President’s third son, 
who is 24. and his wife. 


Asked if the couple is still living 
together in the White House, Mrs. 
Hoyt first said. "I have no comment 
on that." But later she added, “I 
don't know if he (Chip) is living at 
the White House. He was at the 
house (Friday) night when I left.” 
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Avert California 
Berkowitz' dad breaks down 
in appeal to victims ' families 


MINKOLA. N Y. (AP) — The tear­ 
ful father of accused .44 caliber 
killer David Berkowitz said Saturday 
he grieves for the victims of the Son 
of Sam and asked for understanding 
from their families. 
"I keep thinking it’s wily a bad 
dream and that I will wake up,” 68- 
year-old Nathan Berkowitz said as 
he met with reporters for the first 
time since his adopted son s capture 
Wednesday night. 
"I deeply grieve with all my 
heart, ' he said. "We, too. are vic­ 
tims of this tragedy. I will live with 
this heartache for the rest of my 
life." 
He said he had not seen his son in 
almost a year, and did not know what 
he would say when he did see him, 
except that "it will be spontaneous.” 
David Berkowitz is charged in the 
murder and wounding of Son of 
Sam’s last two victims. The gunman, 
who used the same 44 caliber gun in 
all his attacks, killed six young per­ 
sons and wounded seven in little 
more than a year. 
A grand jury was presented 
evidence in Berkowitz’ case Friday 


and was to be given more evidence 
Monday. Berkowitz, meanwhile, was 
being given a psychiatric exam­ 
ination to determine if he is compe­ 
tent to stand trial 
Addressing the victims’ families, 
the elder Berkowitz declared: "If 
David did these things, I don’t expect 
you to forgive him, as this would be 
too much to ask of you. 
"The only thing 1 do ask of you is to 
understand the pain and the agony 
that is within ... knowing the pain 
and agony of you parents.” he said. 
He read a statement handwritten on 
a piece of green paper at an 
emotional news conference near the 
offices of the lawyer he retained to 
defend his son. 
"My loss is not because of «me son 
that I adopted, but my loss is mul­ 
tiplied by what each and every one of 
the parents of these crimes feel in 
his or her heart. ” 
In a husky and increasingly broken 
voice, Berkowitz continued: ” 1 ask 
of you not to burden us with your 
feelings towards David.” 
Berkowitz. who flew here from 
Boynton Beach. Fla., when his son, 
David, 24. was arrested, spoke at a 


Pesticide banned as 
cause of sterility 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - 
California has suspended use of a 
chemical pesticide ingredient that 
authorities say may have caused 
sterility among some male workers 
in a San Joaquin Valley plant. 
By this action, all use, handling, 
m anufacture and sale of the 
chemical will be banned at all 
agricultural and industrial sites in 
the state 
Don Vial, state industrial re­ 
lations d ire c to r, banned the 
chemical - 1.2-dibromo-3-chlo- 
ropropane — in all work sites 
because of its health hazard. The ban 
took effect at midnight Friday 
In a statement. Vial cited animal 


studies just made public which he 
said show the chemical is not only 
cancer-causing but produces "rapid­ 
ly spreading cancer lesions 
About 800,000 pounds of the com­ 
pound were used m the state last 
year, Vial said. 
Richard Rominger, state food and 
agriculture director, issued the 
suspension notice for agricultural 
use and registration of the chemical, 
which is used to combat bugs. 
Rominger said that suspension will 
remain in effect until the depart­ 
ment holds an investigation into the 
matter and derides whether to make 
the suspension temporary or per­ 
manent.

He would not comment when asked if 
an associate had made such an of­ 
fer. 
Stern called the defense of David 
Berkowitz "the most unpopular 
cause, I believe, in the annals of 
crim inal jurisprudence in our 
generation and possibly in the 
history of criminal jurisprudence.

Chino police officers will go to 
court Monday in an effort to stop the 
(’hino City Council from adopting a 
salary ordinance officers object to, a

Attorneys for the Chino Police As­ 
sociation. which represents most 
police department employes in the 


city, plan to seek a tem porary 
restraining order and an injunction 
against the City of Chino. Police 
claim city officials have “ in­ 
timidated. restrained and coerced" 
the association during contract talks 
this year 


Attorneys accuse city officials of 
failing to m eet with association 
negotiators in good faith and claim 
the city has not provided enough 


tim e to adequately resolve dif­ 
ferences. 
The Chino Police Association 
declared an impasse in negotiations 
recently after they were unable to 
reach agreement with the city on 
terms of a new contract. 
A letter mailed to the city at-, 
tornev’s office from William J. 
B ru n ic k , 
a t to r n e y 
fo r 
th e 
policeman’s association, lists three 
reasons -why legal action is being 


planned 
“The City of Chino has interfered 
with, intimidated, restrained and 
coerced the Chino Police Association 
from exercising fully its rights pur­ 
suant to California Government code 
Sections 3502 and 3506." states the 
letter. 
Brunick claims a request for third- 
party resolution of the long-standing 
wage dispute has been rejected by 
city officials. 


Based upon my information, the 
City Council intends to mandate set- 
tle m e n t 
upon the p o lice a s ­ 
sociation," says Brunick. 
Such ac­ 
tion would be in violation of Govern­ 
ment Code 3500-3509 since the police 
association is still willing to meet 
and confer with the City of Chino in 
an effort to resolve this m atter."

Vance returns from peace mission 


LONDON (AP) — Secretary of 
State Cyrus R. Vance flew home to 
Washington on Saturday at the end of 
a 13-day effort to bring peace to the 
Middle East and Rhodesia. 
The secretary spent 11 days on a 
whirlwind, six-nation tour of key 
Middle E ast nations seeking an 
elusive peace that has been the 
target of many of his predecessors. 
During his flight home. Vance dis­ 
closed that he and British Foreign 
Secretary David Owen had com­ 
pleted a detailed plan for bringing 
majority black rule to Rhodesia next 
vear through a “one-man. one-vote 
formula 
But the plan’s future was con­ 
sidered in doubt because South 
African support for it, considered es­ 


sential. was not forthcoming. 
On his arrival in Washington, 
Vance declined to characterize his 
peace mission as a success or a 
failure. “ I think it was a very useful 
trip,” he said. 
A White House official said “ there 
certainly were some elements of 
progress” on the Middle East situa­ 
tion in Vance’s trip but added:. 
“ Some very strong elem ents of 
continued separation remain ” 


The official said Vance will report 
personally to President Carter today 
and spell out some of the elements of 
progress publicly. “ Others we'll 
have to talk about in general terms 
the official said 


Vance arrived in London Thursday 


night and spent Friday and Saturday 
conferring with British and African 
leaders on Anglo-American efforts to 
end a guerrilla war and transfer 
power from R hodesia’s 273,000 
whites to its 6.2 million blacks 
Final proposals were adopted at a 
luncheon attended by Vance, Owens 
and British Prim e Minister James 
Callaghan at Chequers. Callaghan s 
country estate outside London 


Vance, in a news conference 
aboard his jet on the way home, 
provided a few sketchy details. He 
said a constitution and annexes have 
been prepared and that there would 
be a development fund to ease the 
transition from white minority to 
black majority rule 


We believe the plan is fair ana 
reasonable,” Vance said. “ We 
believe it could commend itself to in­ 
ternational opinion." 
Previous efforts to take control of 
Rhodesia away from Prim e Minister 
Ian D. Smith have failed. Smith has 
sought m easures protecting the 
270.000 white “ settlers,” while mili­ 
tant black leaders opposed the limit­ 
ed concessions offered to the 
minority whites in the past. 


Vance said Owen and Andrew 
Young, the U.S. ambassador to the 
I mted Nations, will visit Southern 
Africa around the end of this month 
to try to gain support for the 
proposals. The plan will be outlined 
publicly at that tune, he said. 


Forest fires continue to burn in West 


CK, 
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Secretary of State Cyrus Vance returns to Andrews Air Force 
Base, Maryland. Saturday ending a 13-day effort to bring 
peace to the Middle East and Rhodesia. He will report on his 
trip to President Jimmy Carter today.

The West’s dry timberland con­ 
tinued to bum Saturday with over­ 
night lightning in Oregon adding to 
the problem by igniting 30 new forest 
fires. 
The biggest new blazes were in 
southern Oregon, where the Des 
Chutes, Umpgua and Frem ont 
national forests were burning. The 
Fremont fire covered 300 acres, the 
Des Chutes fire about 70 and the 
Umpgua fire about 10 
Meanwhile, on California’s central 
coast, the blaze called Marble-Cone 
was reported 50 per cent contained 
after spreading over more than 117,- 
000 acres of wilderness just east of 
Parre 
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Big Sur. But authorities said it was 
unlikely the fire would be brought un­ 
der control in less than a week as 
strong winds continued to fan the fire 
through woodland virtually un- 
touchcni in the past year by precipita­ 
tion 
The fire has already been burning 
for two weeks, during which it has 
reduced a quarter of the Los Padres 
National Forest to a smoldering 
patch of black. More than 5,400 fire 
fighters are involved in trying to br­ 
ing it to a halt. 
The fire continued to bum out of 
control Saturday, and fire fighters 
said there was no way to contain it 
until a 20-mile swath was hacked 


around its northern front “ And a 
great portion of that line will have to 
be cut by hand because it’s too steep 
to get bulldozers in,” said Dick 
Mario, a U.S. Forest Service infor­ 
mation officer. 
“ It's kind of like fighting a war, 
Mario said. “ You're never sure 
where the enemy will go next." 
in addition, the 86,000-acre Scar- 
face blaze in Northern California, 
which was contained Thursday, con­ 
tinued to smolder. 
And four fires that began Friday 
continue to burn out of control in the 
K lam ath N a tio n a l F o re s t in 
northwestern 
California. 
Another 
eight were reported after the lightn­ 


ing and strong winds of Friday night. 
A spokeswoman tor the National 
Fire Information Service in Boise, 
Idaho, said about 1,000 new fire 
fighters were working in California 
and southern Oregon. A total of 
10,000 are now involved fighting fires 
in those two states, and Nevada. 
Colorado and Alaska. 
There was b etter news from 
Alaska, where rain over most of the 
state eased fire problems. But the 
200.000-acre Bear Creek Fire con­ 
tinued to burn in the south-central 
portion of the state although winds 
shifted near the village of Nikolai 
and fire fighters said it was out of 
immediate danger:

MECHANICSBURG, Ohio (AP) — For the lirst time in 
30 years of public life, William Bart Saxbe is a rebel 
without a cause. 
He's too young to be an elder statesman though he has 
the experience, and at 61, public office is no longer ex­ 
citing “ I’d enjoy being a candidate, but I wouldn't enjoy 
serving." 
He affects pleasure as a gentleman farmer and pm ate 
lawyer. Hut the casual dress and unscheduled pace seems 
to clash with opinions of a restless spirit in the lawyer 
who went from the Ohio Legislature to the U S. Senate, 
became Richard Nixon's attorney general and Gerald 
Ford's ambassador to India 
Witness: 
"I hope that Congress follows up with a joint committee 
to supervise all of our intellience agencies 
1 proposed 
that to Congress,” 
Or; 
“ India has so many problems that it s not going to 
change very rapidly 
Democracy does not have a very 
happy prospect in India ” 
l)r: 
“ I think Mr. Young has kind of got his signals mixed 
He shouldn't be in a position of a guy who is supposed to 
be gaining supporters for the United States 
And on David Frost's interviews with former President 
Nixon 
“ For Nixon it was a moneymaker, and he needs the 
money, As far as enlightening the public 
it w as a 
w a s h o u t I t wasn't even very good entertainment ” 
Saxbe drew his last government paycheck in January, 
30 years to the month after he first took a seat in the Ohio 
House of Representatives. 
“ I’ve made it through the first six months, and that s 
the toughest test," he says as though comparing it with a 
smoking withdrawal program 
His political career? “ I’veenjoyed it thoroughly,! think 
it’s time to get younger people in 
Sporting a golfer s tan. Bill Saxbe is comfortable and 


relaxed — at least outwardly — in his native village 
where he still practices law, just a half-hour's drive from 
his old legislative seat in Columbus 
But he remains interested in public affairs. He opposes 
prosecuting FBI agents for questionable wire taps or 
other covert actions 
He was aware while attorney general, he says, that 
some agents abused their authority. He also says that 
some wiretaps were authorized by presidents, but “ I put a 
stop to this type of operation. 
“We authorized no wire taps on domestics, with the ex­ 
ception of known enemy agents. I began the exposure 
when I went to Congress and said, ‘H ere’s what happened. 
What do you want to do about it?’” 
He found that Congress wanted to do nothing. 
The FBI, he says “ had their own lobbying operation in 
( ingress They were very effective. They had people on 
the appropriations committee who said to the Justice 
Department, 'Lav off the F B I... We ll take care of that 
Now, he says, the FBI “ is under a much shorter tether 
They no longer feel that they can go to Congress and go 
over ... the Justice Department.” 
Relaxing in his office chair, his right jaw bulging with a 
wad of tobacco. Saxbe says he is content to practice law 
and be close to family and friends. Few know his wife by 
her given name ol Ardath. As Dolly, she has a reputation 
in Ohio, Washington and New Delhi as a charming 
hostess, seldom in the forefront of public affairs but 
always at Bill’s side. 
s.ivbe practices law in Mechanicsburg with his younger 
son state Rep. Charles “ Rocky” Saxbe, 31. The elder 
Saxbe is closing his law office in Washington, and he and 
Rocky are becoming partners in a new Columbus law 
firm, Chester, Saxbe. Hoffman and Wilcox. 
His older son Bill Jr., 36, and daughter-in-law, Georgia 
Newman, are physicians in Mechanicsburg Daughter 
Juli James, 33, is wife oi a Daniel. Wyo., rancher. 
Saxbe doesn’t deny his occasional blunt manner oi 
speech, but he says that being ambassador to India in­ 
hibited his “ that’s the way it is" approach 
“ Diplomacy is a different type of business, and you are 
dealing with the sensitivities of the country you serve 
You certainly don't go around making enemies of people 
whose job it is to make friends.”

Nearby they visited a 
brand new industry involved in research and development 
of solar energy equipment and its manufacture. 


The Southern California Edison Co. arranged the tour in 
connection with its role of serving as a catalyst to bring 
the solar energy industry and the consumer together. The 
utility’s interest is in helping to develop the use of solar 
energy to ease the shortage of electricity which the na­ 
tion faces. 
Thus, Edison's solar engineers designed and the com­ 


pany paid for the solar energy system installed in the 
model house erected by the Thermo Structure Develop­ 
ment Co. of Cathedral City. 
The L-shaped model house is revolutionary in the use of 
Styrofoam walls which are covered by four inches of rein­ 
forced concrete. Architecturally, the dwelling looks much 
like the Quonset huts of World War II 
There are no bearing walls inside the three bedroom 
house which has 1,335 square feet of living space This 
provides for flexibility of design in the interior and the 
concrete walls keep out noise, heat and dirt. 
The solar panels used to heat water for the house are 
located over the carport. Heated water is stored in an un­ 
derground storage tank from which it may be drawn to 
replenish a domestic hot water heater and circulated for 
heating the house in winter. 
The solar energy system is designed to replace up to 70

per cent of the fuel requirements of the home s space 
heating and domestic water heating Edison represen­ 
tative's plan to work with the family which will soon oc­ 
cupy the house to monitor the system's efficiency in the 
months ahead. The house, now in escrow, sold for $52,000 
It includes some $6,000 in solar equipment. 
The second phase of the tour was a visit to Colt Inc. in 
Rancho Mirage which is doing research and development 
on solar systems, (hie of the firm's engineers is Paul 
Wheeler of Claremont who showed the visitors a plan of 
the solar system that his company is building for the 
visitors’ center at Yosemite National Park. 
Edison Co. officials concede that the cost of solar 
systems are expensive now but point out that as they 
become mass produced and receive wider acceptance the 
cost will drop. 
The payback on a system for an average size home

varies from seven to 15 years depending on whether the 
house presently uses gas or electricity for space heating. 
Edison representatives said that they are considering 
rebates to housing developers to encourage the incor­ 
poration of solar systems in new residential construction, 
and to householders who make installations of systems in 
existing homes.

President's 'stall' on White 
House Mess still a puzzle 


Past to present

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CHICAGO (AP) - The 
wide variety of artistic 
styles and materials used 
by native Americans may 
be 
s e e n 
in 
a 
c o m ­ 
prehensive exhibition of In­ 
dian art at the Art Institute 
of Chicago. 
The exhibition, called 
“ The Native American 
H eritage: A Survey of 
North American Indian 
Art,” continues through 
Oct. 30. 
Three years in the mak­ 
ing, it includes more than 
550 objects, most of them 
never photographed or 
shown publicly belore. The 
objects date from about 
2500 B.C. to the present. 
Some 100 prehistoric 
cultures and historic tribes 
are represented. 


A s i d e 
f r o m 
t h e ir 
historical and cultural in­ 
terest, many of the objects 
are inherently exciting and 
fascinating, That socalled 
primitive people could 
render such sophisticated 
work with the tools and 
m aterials at hand is a 
source of constant wonder. 


This exhibition, which 
will be seen only at the Art 
Institute, was drawn from 
more than 80 museums and 
private collections in the 
United States and Eu 
It was organized by 
Evan M aurer, the mu­

included are examples of 
weaving, basketry, pot­ 
tery, wood carving, stone 
c a r v i n g , 
p a i n t i n g , 
bead work, and woven and 
sewn porcupine quill work.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
—Shortly after becoming 
president. Jimmy Carter 
was given a list of White 
House traditions in need of 
reform. One was the staff 
u se 
of 
c h a u f f e u r e d 
limousines. 
Another was 
the presence of hundreds of 
office television sets. Then 
there was the White House 
Mess: it was staffed en­ 
tirely with Philippines ser­ 
vants. 
In the first months of his 
term Carter has recon­ 
sidered the excessive use 
of limousines, and TV ap1 
pliances, but he has yet to 
act regarding the Philip­ 
p ine s e r v a n t s . T hi s 
minority group remains 
almost exclusively in 
charge of the dining room 
dirty work, and even the 
staunchest of Ca r te r 
loyalists are surprised that 
he lets it go on. 
One of the president's 
publicists, who is part 
black and part American 
I n d i a n , 
s a y s 
he 
is 
“ bothered” by the imagery 
of the s i t u at io n. He 
suggests it’s not right for 
mostly white bureaucrats 
to be waited on by all 
brown minions. Other staff 
members say the whole 
thing smells of “ Col. 
Blimp,” a reference to 
reckless colonialism. 
In fact, the Filipino ser­ 
vants are a remnant of the 
colonial era. When the 
United States acquired the 
Philippines as a territorial 
prize of the Spanish- 
American war, the Navy 
b eg a n 
e n l i s t i n g 
its 
nationals as m essboys. 
Since the Navy a l s o 
operated the White House 
Mess, the Filipino servants 
were soon ministering to 
presidents and staffs. 
The practice continued 
without question until the 
1930s, when E l e a n o r 
Roosevelt moved into the 
executive mansion. It was 
the Depression, a time of 
continuing joblessness. 
Roosevelt did not object to 
having minority servants, 
but she insisted they be of 
an American minority; she 
replaced the Filipinos with 
jobless blacks. 
The Negro community 
was never happy with the 
Roosevelt plan. It ap­ 
preciated the jobs, but it 
said it would rather see 
black men in suits than 
aprons Also, many of the 
black stewards themselves 
felt slighted; they said 
they hadn't joined the 
Navy to be waiters. After 
World War II, most blacks 
were gone from the White 
House Mess 
Since then, the reliance 
has been almost complete­ 
ly on Filipinos. Presently 
there are nearly 60 of them 
working in the White 
House They serve, usher, 
and are responsible for 
kitchen police (cleaning, 
scrubbing, hauling) 
No 
white people serve as 
stewards; the only non- 
Filipmos are a couple of 
G u a ma ni an s and one 
Mexica n- American. 


The Navy sees to it that 
the Filipinos are well 
trained for this labor. Of 
some 22.000 Filipinos in 
service now, half are rated 
as “ m ess m anagem ent 
personnel,” which can 
me a n anything f r om 
busboy to admiral’s valet. 
Proxmire tells of many 
Filipinos who spend a good 
deal of time waxing the 
private cars of high of­ 
ficers. 
For its part the Navy 
says it treats enlisted men 
from the Philippines with 
dem ocratic 
intentions. 
Time was when Filipinos 
were only allowed to enlist 
as servants, but the Navy 
says this changed in the 
1960s Filipinos now occupy 
many ratings; the Navy 
Press Office has a staffer 
who has climbed from 
steward to commander 
Still, the White House 
Mess tradition lives on. 
And it’s often to the em­ 
barrassm ent of dining 
room visitors A member 
of the Philippine Embassy 
remembers eating at the 
mess and “ feeling as if 
they were going to ask me 
to clear the dishes. ” Em ­ 


bassy consultant A.L. 
Valencia says the situation 
is “ uncom fortable for 
every Filipino.” 
This discomfort was par­ 
ticularly severe during the 
Ford administration. The 
form er president often 
took Philippine servants 
with him during foreign 
travel. And as if this use of 
a minority were not 
flagrant enough, Ford also 
arranged, in 1975, to have 
the Filipinos in tow during 
an official visit to the 
Philippines. 
Philippine diplomats say 
now that they wanted to 
protest Ford’s careless 
gaffe, but it was out of 
their hands. So far as the 


White House Filipinos are 
concerned, the embassy 
has no authority. Valencia 
points out that White 
House stewards must be 
naturalized Americans, so 
if a problem exists it is a 
domestic racial problem. 
Does a problem exist? 
Sen. Proxmire says yes. 
the Navy says no, and Jim ­ 
my Carter is yet to be 
heard from on the subject. 
One thing is certain, 
however: the White House 
is the only chief e x ­ 
ecutive’s mansion in the 
Western world where din­ 
ing guests are served by 
people who have been im­ 
ported 
from another 
country for the purpose. 
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In addition to their 
r e g u l a r 
d u t i e s , 
the 
Filipinos also haw secon­ 
dary responsibilities. In 
1974, Sen. William Prox­ 
mire reported that Navy 
stewards were being pres­ 
sed into after-hours ser­ 
vice as waiters at White 
House and other private 
parties, White House 
sources say this is less 
frequent now. but “ it has 
not 
be e n 
t o t a l l y 
eliminated.” 
And too, the Filipinos are 
assigned to serve Vice 
President Walter Mondale 
at his home. The duty there 
is mostly kitchen work 
One steward who worked 
for the last vice president, 
Nelson Rockefeller, says 
he occasionally shined 
s h o e s . 
In the p a s t , 
stewards have accom ­ 
panied vice presidents to 
serve as man servants and 
bag carriers.

ROME (AJ>) - Hol­ 
land' s “ Mad M i na s ’ ’ 
some years ago stopped 
burning corsets in the 
s t r e e t s , but I t a l i a n 
fem inists today march 
50,000 strong to vent their 
anger over the defeat of 
pro-abortion legislation or 
the gang rape of a young 
girl. 
The disappearance of the 
“ Mad Minas” is symbolic 
of satisfaction gained by 
feminists in Northern 
Europe after winning 
legislation to guarantee 
equality with men — on 
paper, anyway. 
By contrast, the shouting 
of Italian feminists is a 
sign of increasing mil­ 
itancy in Latin countries of 
Southern Europe where 
women are trying to catch 
up with their sisters north 
of the Alps and the Pyre­ 
nees Even Portugal and 
Spain, after decades of dic­ 
tatorial governments and 
I^atin sexist codes, are dis­ 
covering that modern dem­ 
ocracy brings with it de­ 
mands of equality for 
women. 
Throughout E u r o p e 
there are exam ples of 
women in high government 
positions, women working 
alongside men in the fac­ 
tories — with at least the 
legal guarantee of equal 
pay — and they have won 
e q u a l r i g h t s within 
marriage and the family. 
B r i t a i n ’ s M a r g a r e t 
Thatcher heads the opposi­ 
tion Conservative Party 
and 
c o u l d 
b e c o m e 
England's first woman 
prime minister. In France, 
Health Minister Simone 
Weil pushed through one of 
Europe ’s m ost liberal 
abortion laws, and there 
was a cabinet-level poet for 
women's affairs until 
Francoise Giraud moved 
to the Culture Ministry in a 
cabinet shuffle. Italy got 
its first woman cabinet 
member last year when 
Tina Anselmi took over the 
Labor Ministry 
Despite laws of equal 
pay for equal work in many 
<*>untries women still face 
barriers in the work force, 
often settling for low pay­ 
ing jobs and being among 
the first fired in a crunch. 
But most countries have 
passed laws guaranteeing 
at 
l e a st 
t h e or e ti c al 
equality, with England, 
Belgium and Portugal pas­ 
sing equal pay for equal 
work laws in the last two 
years. 
Within the marriage con­ 
tract, Belgium has passed 
laws calling for equality of 
parents and of husband and 
wife France passed a law 
allowing a woman to have 
a bank account without her 
husband's consent. 
In Denmark, family 
equality has swung full cir­ 
cle to a fight for men’s 
rights. In court decisions 
last year, mothers were 
granted custody of children 
in 21,000 of 24,000 divorce 
cases. Karen Dahlerup, 
chairwoman of the state- 


sponsored equal rights 
commission, says, “ There 
is an ominous degree of 
discrim ination 
against 
men in divorce cases. Our 
society seems unable to ac­ 
cept that men have emo­ 
tions and feelings, too.’’ 
With so many battles 
won, f e m i n i s t s have 
b e c o m e 
q u i e t e r 
in 
Northern Europe. Gone 
are the days of the early 
1970s when Holland s “ Mad 
Minas” tied pink ribbons 
across public toilets for 
men only, stood on street 
corners wolf-whistling at 
men and burned corsets 
near the statue of 19th- 
century sufragette Cib- 
mina ' Mina'’ Drucker in 
Amsterdam 
B ut l e a d e r s of the 
feminist movement insist 
it is not dying. 
‘‘There has been a shift 
away from purely feminine 
problems to family mat­ 
ters,” a spokeswoman for 
West Germany's Women s 
Council said. “ Things have 
become more quiet now, 
but in fact we are asked far 
more often than in the past 
to cooperate in every 
sphere of public life.” 
Belgian feminists say 
more and more men and 
women are thinking about 
true equality. Swedish 
feminists say they are in­ 
creasingly involved in day- 
today pohtical issues such 
as day nurseries and work 
time 
But there has been an 
u n d e n i a b l e 
s h i f t 
in 
visibility for feminist 
causes in Italy, Portugal 
and Spain. 
In Rome, a 16th century 
building in the city center 
is painted with graffiti: 
“ My body is mine ... Fifty 
per cent of jobs to women 
. , Abortion is my busi­ 
ness.” Inside are mem­ 
bers of the “ Women’s Lib­ 
eration Movement,” who 
have occupied the four-sto­ 
ry building and turned it in­ 
to a base of operations to 
give advice on contracep­ 
tives, sponsor sem inars 
and publish a magazine 
'Hie “ Womens Libera­ 
tion Movement’’ is allied 
with the small leftist 
Radical Party. The Com­ 
munist Party supports the 
larger "Union of Italian 
Women.” In addition, 
there are hundreds of in-, 
d e p e n d e n t 
f e m i n i s t 
organizations in Italy 
Feminists in Italy have 
supported those who defy 
tradition to report rapes, 
and a group of high school 
girls recently held a public 
trial of a youth accused of 
rape and beat a friend who 
tried to rescue him. 
In P o r t u g a l , wives 
couldn't leave the country 
without their husband's 
consent, and the husband 
had a right to read his 
wife’s mail.

NEW YORK ( A P) - Th e 
next time some psycho 
grabs hostages in New 
York, chances are he’ll 
c o m e 
up 
a g a i n s t a

patient detective named 
Frank Bolz. 
Bolz is the police depart­ 
ment’s expert in talking 
captors into freeing their 
captives without blood­ 
shed. 
Bolz is dead serious 
when he tells you, ‘‘When 
that bullet leaves the gun, 
it’s irretrievable. It s gone. 
It could hit him and go 
through him and hit 
somebody else. 
“It could deflect off a 
window and go some place 
else. It might not hit him at 
all, and it might spark him 
off to kill other people.” 
All these possibilities are 
what Frank Bolz wants to 
avoid. As head of the New 
York 
City 
P o l i c e 
D e p a r t m e n t ’ 
hostage 
team, he is dedicated to 
not firing that bullet. 
The New York unit has 
been remarkably success­ 
ful in the more than 80 
cases it has handled. It was 
formed after the Munich 
Olympics hostage-taking 
and is a pioneer, training 
other police groups from 
the FBI to the Royal Cana­ 
dian Mounted Police, from 
officers in Medicine Hat 
and Moosejaw in Canada to 
police in Munich and 
Israel. 
Bolz and others in the 70- 
m e m b e r t e a m we r e 
trained in part by a police 
detective with a masters 
degree in psychology, 
Harvey Schlossberg, who 
has a knack for putting 
academic ideas into words 
police can believe in. 
Besides that, Bolz says, the 
basic qualification is just 
liking people, which in 
eludes a kind of intuitive 
sensitivity. 
On the July 4 weekend at 
John F. Kennedy Airport, 
he and his negotiating 
team talked a man out of 
his hostages in a hijacked 
bus, but not without the 
loss of life. It was the first 
time in the four years since 
the hostage team was 
formed that there was 
bloodshed 
“You know he could have 
been taken out. A few 
times we had the oppor­ 
tunity,” Bolz recalls. “ But

of Bill Bendix nasality that 
comes across as gentle and 
kind. 
“ Once we get e s ­ 
tablished in a situation, we 
realize we are dealing with 
the anxieties of the person 
inside. We sometimes have 
to ignore the hostage. At 
least it seems that way, 
because we re dealing 
head to head with the per­ 
petrator. If we can solve 
his problem, nobody will 
get killed.” 
Bolz encounters three 
main typis in his work: 
The professional criminal 
who is hiterrupted and 
takes hostages for his 
protection, the psychotic 
p e r s o n a l it y , and the 
terrorist. 
In each case, if a hostage 
hasn’t been killed im ­ 
mediately, Bolz knows that 
the intention is not to kill 
and that there’s a chance 
to work things out. 
“We try to contain the 
persons in the smallest 
area possible, through the 
use of the Emergency Ser- 
vice Division — our 
firearms battalion. “It’s a 
w e l l - t r a i n e d , 
well 
disciplined group that’s 
one of the keys to our ef­ 
fort. 
“ Three things are of

Caribou changes 
'dietary7 habits

KOTZEBUE, 
Alaska 
(AP) — Dick Curtis, a sub­ 
sistence hunter for most of 
his 57 years, is caught 
between a flat rock and a 
hammer. 
On the other hand, a 
spectacular decrease in 
the number of animals in 
the Western Arctic caribou 
herd has eliminated one of 
the staples of his family’s 
diet. 
And on the o th er, 
grocery prices in this com­ 
munity of 2,400 are among 
the highest in the nation. A 
shopping trip is a painful 
journey for Curtis, an 
Eskimo, who earned only 
$8,000 last year. 
The prices reflect the 
problem: carrots, 75 cents 
a pound: milk, $2.89 a half­ 
gallon; ground beef, $1.79 a 
pound; frying chicken, 
$1.39 a pound; butter, $1.83 
a pound: white bread. $1.20 
for a one-pound loaf. 
“ No, we d o n ’t go 
without,” says Curtis’ 
wife, Lily, of the 13 people 
who live in Curtis’ five- 
room house. “We manage, 
but it's tough.” 
Caribou was a major diet 
item for the Curtises, 
along with seal and whale 
meat, salmon, shee fish, 
wild rhubarb, berries and 
wild greens such as sour 
dock. 
But the state put caribou 
off-limiti earlier this year 
to protect a herd that had 
dropped from 240,000 to 
50,000 animals in the period 
between 1970 and 1976. 
Biologists for the state 
say the major factor in the 
drop has been human and 
animal predation on the 
herd. They say that 
wolves, on the increase in 
the area, may take as 
many as 10.000-15,000 a 
year. Another 25,000-30,000 
caribou, by state estimates 
were being taken annually 
by native subsistence 
hunters in the years just 
before the herd was placed 
off-limits. 
The state Department of 
Fish and Game says there 
is no evidence that con­ 
struction of the trans- 
Alaska oil pipeline played a 
part in the herd’s decline. 
The traditional range, and 
the calving grounds, of the 
herd lie to the west of the 
pipeline. 
Curtis, who earned only 
$4,000 as a commercial 
fisherman and $5,000 as a 
part-time plumber in 1976, 
and his wife have three 
children at home. 
The household also in­ 
cludes two relatives and 
six children who are wards 
of the state. Alaska 
provides for their needs 
“If the fishing is good, I 
probably w o n ’t buy 
groceries for the winter, 
and before the 1976 com­ 
mercial salmon season I 
was doing okay,” says 
Curtis. “I made enough to 
put a little away and then 
live off the land. 
“ But last year the 
fishing season was rotten, 
and I hardly worked. It 
seems like the more money 
1 make the more I spend on 
meat, with no caribou 
available ” 
Lily Curtis adds: 
“When he was hunting 
caribou we had meat all 
year around, meat and 
fish. But this year, nothing, 
we have to buy it.” 
John W. Schaeffer, an 
Eskimo leader in this area, 
says the loss of caribou has 
left a tremendous void in 
the diets of the people here 
and in other communities 
along the arctic coast. 
Marguerite 
Stetson, 
nutritionist with the 
University of Alaska’s 
Cooperative 
Extension 
Service, says Eskimo 
nutrition has suffered by 
changes in diet 
“When they used native 
foods, they fared much bet 
ter nutritionally than they 
do in using more the so- 
called white man’s food,” 
she said 
“For instance, in the old 
days they pounded caribou 
bones into a meal and ate 
that, mixed with other 
foods. And that provided 
the nutrient they are most 
likely to be short in, cal 
ciinn.

They aren’t getting 
enough iron. If they were 
eating the old foods they 
would.” 
“When you’re having to 
live off the land, the 
biggest problem is not that 
the food couldn't provide 
all the necessary nutri­ 
tion, but having it available 
continually,” Mrs. Stetson 
said. 
“If they followed the old 
ways 
and 
utilized 
everything, they would put 
things down in seal oil so 
they could eat them all 
winter, things like willow 
leaves. 
“Willow leaves are very, 
very high in vitamin C. and 
they maintain a high level 
of vitamin C as long as 
they are stored in a nonox­ 
ygen area, which the seal 
oil provides 
“Their old ways were 
very nutritious, and I'm all 
for promoting it. where 
they can still use those old 
ways.”

N ew fangled thing 
Cartercar was 
tough, gearless 


DETROIT (API - In 
1901, a bicycle salesman in 
.Jackson, Mich., thought of 
a different drive principle 
for those newfangled 
things called automobiles. 
He called it a Cartercar 
Only Byron Carter didn’t 
use gears. Instead, ho set 
up a system of two perpen­ 
dicular wheels. The result 
was a car with an infinite 
number of gears and a 
thousand speeds. 
The car cost about $1,800 
and averaged 10.5 miles 
per gallon of gasoline — a 
gas-guzzler by today's 
standards.- The light­ 
weight, 
two-cylinder 
machine may not have 
been President Carter's 
answer to energy con­ 
servation or auto emission, 
but had its day. 
In 1908, to celebrate the 
nomination of John Kern 
as running m a te to 
presidential candidate 
William Jennings Bryan, 
about 10 husky young 
Hoosiers jammed into a 
Cartercar and tooled six 
miles to the Indiana 
Fairgrounds 
Midgets Mrs. General 
Tom Thumb and Count 
Magri demonstrated the 
Cartercar, which could 
climb a 50 per cent grade 
fully loaded 
Cartercars, built from 
1905 to 1915, were sold to 
Detroit department store 
J 
L. Hudson’s and the 
cereal maker. Kellogg Co. 
in Battle Creek, Mich In 
March 1906, the Hudson s 
car traveled 1,172 miles 
and averaged 12 mph 
A special Cartercar was 
built for the paymaster of 
Detroit after several foot 
patrols had been robbed 
and the city’s paychecks 
stolen The Cartercar was 
a "bank on wheels'* — it 
had a special locked com­ 
partment in the rear to 
thwart thugs 


Byron Carter's first 
model, road-ready in 1903, 
was a runabout on a 75 inch 
wheelbase that weighed 
only 850 pounds. A patent 
was granted in 1904 
Its 
two-cylinder, 
air-cooled 
engine was up front under 
the hood The car, called a 
Carter, was said to be a 
cheap and reliable. 


In 1905, Carter and 
several backers took 
$150,000 and formed the 
Motorcar Co 
in Detroit. 
Carter was second vice 
president and the new cart 
were called Cartercars, 
Three years later, the firm 
became the Cartercar Co. 


There were 101 cars 
produced in the 190$ model 
year. According to several 
reports, the three models 


had the same machinery 
but interchangeable tops — 
ft delivery vehicle, a racy 
roadster and a sedate ftve- 
passenger coupe. This was 
one way to keep up with the 
Joneses, who would think 
you had three cars when it 
was reallyjust one body un­ 
derneath. The idea was 
soon dropped 


Cartercars for 1909 had 
an enclosed chain casing, 
eliminating the worry that 
a loose stone would wrench 
the chain off the sprockets. 
That year, two new four- 
cylinder Cartercars hit the 
m arket. One had 24 
horsepower and one 30 h.p. 
They sold for $1,000, fully 
equipped. 
Cartercars kept getting 
bigger and more luxurious. 
Prices reached $1,875 in 
1911 for a touring car with 
a 40 h.p 
engine, a top, 
windshield and speedome­ 
ter. 
But Cartercar and its 
friction patent was one of 
30 sm all automakers 
bought out by William 
Durant, president of a 
fledgling company called 
General Motors GM began 
taking more and more con­ 
trol of Carter, and by 1915, 
the Cartercar didn’t even 
look like its predecessors. 
Soon after that, Carter 
Co. stock fell. By the fall 
all Cartercars had been 
sold. That was it. No more 
Cartercars, 
In friction drive, the 
engine moved a polished 
disc at a constant speed A 
spoked wheel was perpen­ 
dicular and the friction 
came when the spoked 
wheel touched the polished 
disc. 
The driver controlled the 
speed by moving a hand 
gear back and forth. That 
moved the spoked wheel 
across the face of the mov­ 
ing disc, The faster you 
wanted to go, the farther 
you moved the wheel 
toward the edge of the 
disc. 
There were other, un­ 
related Carter Cars. One 
was built in Washington, 
D C., and Detroit between 
1909 and 1912. It had two 
side-by side engines, one of 
which could be disengaged 
if less energy was needed. 
Another Carter was built in 
the same plant Production 
lasted six months 
A third Carter, Richard 
of Gulfport, Miss , built a 
steam Carter In 1919-20 
No one says much about 
the Cartercar today, ex­ 
cept that maybe the 
perfect one would run on 
peanut oil. But the legacy 
of bicycle salesman Byron 
Carter Uvee on.

brandish it ... We don’t 
threaten anybody.” 
“ They build up a tremen­ 
dous amount of frustration 
in d e a l i n g with the 
bureaucracy,” Bolz says of 
the hostage-takers with 
person ality 
problem s. 
“ Perhaps they can’t ac­ 
complish what they want 
to accomplish. They hit a 
stone wall in every direc­ 
tion they go. And now they 
f e e l , ‘ l i s t en to me, 
somebody.'" 
Bolz lends the captor his 
undivided attention then 
tries to convince him that 
he's accomplished his mo­ 
ment on center stage and 
would do best to sur­ 
render. 
If the criminal is at a 
high pitch of anxiety, so 
are the police and the 
negotiators. “ You have to 
stay scared all the time,” 
Boiz says. “ If you re not 
afraid, you’re in trouble. 
You know that what you do 
a word, a sentence, a 
movement, a decision — 
can cost a life. ” 
However delicate the 
negotiations, “ your tac­ 
tical commander of the in­ 
ner perimeter is under 
heavy crisis, too. He’s got 
to be ready to go in on an 
assau lt at a m om ent’s 
notice. Because if the guy 
kills one, a second, a third, 
you have to go.” 
In long negotiations, 
t h e r e ’ s 
a 
c e r t a i n 
transference of emotions 
and feelings. Sanity de­ 
mands that the negotiator 
build a sort of emotional 
wall. And if he gets bad 
vibes about the captor, he 
is trained to back out and 
let someone more neutral 
take over. 
And “ we never lie to any­ 
body.” Bolz says. “ We’d 
rather not answer a ques­ 
tion than lie. Once our 
credibility is gone we re 
lo st” 
Bolz isn't altogether hap­ 
py with heavy TV coverage 
of hostage situations. His 
wife says that if he gets 
shot, they won't have to 
send the chaplain around to 
tell her. She U have seen it 
on the screen. 
“ One tlnng 1 try to make 
sure is that I never leave 
home without kissing my 
wife, because you never 
know if you’ll come back.”

Juvenile diversion project gains new lease on life 


Success is 
key to new 
prosperity 


By BOB NAGEY 
PB Staff Writer 
The Pomona Valley Juvenile 
Diversion Project, which is taking 
credit for having turned more than 
2,000 valley youth away from crime 
during the past three years, ap­ 
parently has a new lease on life. 
Given up as virtually dead despite 
its success because its three-year 
federal grant ran out June 30, the 


project has bounced back with new 
money that will enable it to not only 
continue but expand its operation. 
Larry Rubin, director of the 
project, says the program's budget is 
going from $250,000 last year to more 
than $400,000 in the year that begins 
Monday.

the enlarged group, but Rubin insists 
that each of the community-based 
projects will remain independent. 
If the project can prove that it can 
divert juveniles from crime more 
cheaply and more effectively than 
present agencies do, other parts of 
the county also will try it. 
Basically, the diversion project 
deals with children who have gotten 
into trouble with the law or in school 
or who can’t be controlled by their 
parents. 
They are counseled, given jobs 
when possible and redirected 
Rubin claims that of the 2,000 
children handled in the past three 
years, only 16 per cent have returned 
to criminal behavior. He says the 
cost of diverting the juveniles has 
been averaging about $200 each 
The young clients range in age 
from five to 17. 
Since the Pomona Valley project 
started as a pilot three years ago, 
other parts of Los Angeles County 
also have established similar models 
through federal funding. 
Rubin says there now are 13 
projects throughout the county, each 
financed by the government for three 
years. When the funding runs out, ail 
of those projects are expected to 
turn to the county for support. 
Rubin says that under the proposed 
plan the county will give no financial 
support, but will permit the use of 
CETA funds in its care to be used for 
subsidy. 
As for the Pomona Valley project, 
CETA is expected to provide $150,000 
in cities of Pomona. Claremont, La 
Verne, San Dimas* and Walnut; 
another $170,000 in good-faith 
money; the CYA $50,000; Justuce 
Planning about $35,000 and the state 
Health Department, an undeter­ 
mined amount. Rubin is counting on 
$85,000 from the department 
The extra money will be used in 
the all-important field of career and 
vocational planning. It will enable 
the project to provide individual 
counselors for clients who will ad­ 
vise them about career choices and 
opportunities 
In the meantime, the youth will be 
trained for jobs and will be given 
work under the CETA provisions. 
To provide more counselors, the 
diversion project will train interns 
for 14 positions that deal with youths 
I and their problems 
Rubin said 
I trainees will be paid $100 a month 
and those who are interested may ap­ 
ply to his office right now. 


In the program to counsel, train

Because ql Medicare 
Elderly patients 
must pay more

A Claremont physician who specialises in care of the 
elderly says patients who pay their own bills are being 
charged more than necessary to offset the inadequate 
reimbursements from Medicare and Medi-Cal billings. 
"'Hie law requires me to charge all patients alike for 
the same service,” says Dr Charles Gill, who has been in 
general practice in the valley for 30 years, 
"My basic unit charge is $15 for an office call I may 
charge more units for calls made to nursing homes or the 
hospital, based upon the length of the visit, says Dr. GUI. 
“If charges were reimbursed at a full rate, I could reduce 
the fee slightly and «till have a small profit. 
"But it is illegal for me to charge Medicare $15 for a 
service and then charge some other patient a dollar or 
two less. Yet, from December 1975 until just recently, 
Medicare-Medi-Cal paid me $9 22 for this unit Now they 
have gone up to $11 04 for some patients and only pay $6 
for another group 
"This is less than my overhead cost per patient visit,” 
reports the physician 
He adds that much of the in­ 
adequate reimbursements arise from billings for patients 
who are in convalescent hospitals, 
“ It’s estimated that 175 million Americans visit the 
doctor four or five times a year. If the doctors have to 
charge $1 or $2 more than they wanted or needed to do, 
how much is the public suffering from the Medicare- 
Modi-Cal program requirements?" asks Dr. Gill. 
He feels the payment system is boosting the cost to 
patients who pay their own bills perhaps a bdlion dollars a 
year 
Dr GiU has extensave records to prove that there is no 
consistency in the reimbursement schedule He lias been 
paid $5 12. $7 68 $9 60. $15 or nothing at all for the same 
service 
Patients, too. suffer in another way from the reim­ 
bursement policies, adds the geriatric specialist For a 
patient who has Medicare only, there is a $60 deductible 
before bills are paid, based upon the amount Medicare ap-

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Wanted: a 
better excuse 


Ever since this country took its first reluctant steps 
four years ago to confront what has come to be 
known a s the “ energy crisis,” the petroleum in­ 
dustry has offered the sam e facile explanation 
whenever critics have complained about uncon­ 
scionable profits. 
All the “ easy oil” has been discovered and is 
rapidly being depleted, the oil companies retort. 
What remains — offshore deposits thousands of feet 
beneath the ocean surface on the continental shelf, 
inaccessible fields in the frozen tundra of Alaska’s 
North Slope and elsewhere - is far more expensive 
to locate, bring to the surface and transport to 
refineries. 
Therefore, the industry argument continues, 
substantial profits are necessary to generate the 
large amounts of capital required for future produc­ 
tion. “ Higher future earnings will be required for 
the capital expenditures necessary to meet the 
energy needs of the nation,’’ explains Shell. 
Texaco quotes a Chase Manhattan Bank study es­ 
timating that between 1970 and 1985 “ the petroleum 
industry will need $1.35 trillion . . . for exploration 
and development expenditures, debt service, divi­ 
dend payments and other energy industry financial 
requirements.” 
An Exxon press release says Board Chairman 
J.K . Jam ieson “ emphasized that an adequate 
return on investment is necessary for financing the 
capital expenditures needed to develop energy 
sources.” 
But Exxon is developing more than energy 
sources. It has pumped $76 million in “ seed money' 
into an affiliate called Exxon Enterprises, Inc That 
subsidiary, in turn, has provided substantial finan­ 
cial support for m ore than two dozen new 
enterprises, most of which have nothing whatever 
to do with energy development. 
As a result, Exxon now has invested in companies 
producing air pollution measuring equipment, 
graphite shafts for golf clubs and fishing rods, 
teleco p iers, 
com puterized 
typew riters 
and 
telephone answering equipment. 
Gulf President Z.D. Benner complained in early 
1974 that the energy shortage was caused not by 
"the monopolistic oil companies ” but by other 
forces including “ lower return on capital (which) 
tended to dry up the availability of risk capital 
But only two months earlier. Gulf abandoned 
plans to pay $800 million for the CNA Financial 
Corp And fwo months after Bonner s statement. 
Gulf also scrapped plans to purchase the nation s 
biggest circus, Ringling Bros -Barnum & Bailey 
Combined Shows, Inc. 
Atlantic Richfield has bought a daily newspaper 
in Great Britain and the Anaconda Co., a m ajor 
copper producer. Standard Oil of California has 
purchased a 20 per cent interest in Amax, Inc., a 
metal mining firm. 
Mobil last year purchased Marcor, Inc . a holding 
company composed of Montgomery Ward & Co. and 
the Container Corp. of America. The purchase price 
was never revealed but one reliable estim ate places 
it at $1.8 billion. 
Mobil has a real estate subsidiary which is 
building residential housing in Hong Kong and San 
Francisco’s suburbs The company also has con­ 
sidered purchasing newspapers in New York, 
California and Colorado. 
In April of this year, Mobil bowed out of a fierce 
bidding war for the purchase of the Irvine Co , but 
not before it had offered $336 million for the real es­ 
tate company which owns the sprawling 78,000-acre 
Irvine Ranch in Orange County 
The industry argues that the continuing congres­ 
sional threat of federally imposed divestiture 
requirements, either horizontal or vertical, makes 
diversification a necessary defense mechanism. 
In fact, the oil companies have as much right as 
other firms to diversify their holdings. But the 
record shows that the time has come for them to 
produce a better excuse to justify their higher 
market prices and higher profits.

As minister of youth at Montclair 
Grace Brethren Church I am very 
concerned about the morals and at­ 
titudes of all young people. I, along 
with many others, feel that rock 
music has been one of the primary 
causes of teen-age rebellion, drug 
abuse, alcoholism and premarital 
sex. This is the m essage of many 
rock songs. I have had young men 
tell me that they got into drugs and 
alcohol because of rock music. 


To quote the publisher of Marvel 
com ics, “ Superman and the other 
old superheroes are so pristine, so 
virginal. They are so clean and 
wholesome and good . . . The old 
comic book heroes are so clean in a 
world that’s so filthy. That’s why the 
K iss comic books are going to work 
and be a hit.” 
He said further that K iss may ap­ 
peal to “ the baser qualities of human 
nature,” but that he feels this 
decadence will not hurt the sale of 
Kiss com ics but will enhance it. 
I feel that young people today have 
enough problems and face more than 
their share of pressures. They do not 
need heroes like Kiss The only possi­ 
ble purpose behind a series like the 
Kiss com ics is money, but that is a 
little like selling your soul! 
I know many ministers in the area. 
We are all urging our young people 
and adults to have nothing to do with

WASHINGTON — There is depres­ 
sing. new evidence that some of the 
nation s great corporations are more 
concerned about their profits than 
the lives of their workers. 
A federal study has found, for ex­ 
ample. that 150.000 petroleum and 
petrochem ical w orkers now risk 
their lives producing and processing 
benzene. 
This grim study, conducted by the 
National Institute of Occupational 
Health and Safety, linked benzene to 
the deadly cancer leukemia. An 
alarmed Labor Dept, ordered strict 
standards to protect the workers. 
"The evidence is overwhelming.” 
d eclared L abor S ecretary Ray 
M arshall. "T h e need to act is 
urgent ” He. therefore, set tough, 
new limits on benzene exposure. 
Yet the giant oil and chemical cor­ 
porations, instead of rushing to 
protect the lives of their workers, 
consulted their ledgers and com­ 
plained that the new standards would 
cost too much. 
Result: These companies are now 
engaged in an intensive cam paign to 
kill the government regulations. 
Their Washington lobbying organiza­ 
tion, the American Petroleum In­ 
stitute, is spreading the word 
' Extensive m edical surveillance 
extending over many years,’ the in­ 
stitute is claim ing, "h as failed to un­ 
cover adverse health effects from 
benzene occupational exposure in the 
petroleum industry.” 
These reassuring claim s, however, 
conflict with the published findings 
of the industry s own medical ex­ 
perts 
As early as 1973, we have 
learned corporate executives, had 


been inform ed of the benzene 
hazards 
For example. Exxon's research 
director. 
Dr. 
Robert 
Eckhardt, 
warm'd four years ago: "The ac­ 
cumulation in the literature of cases 
. . . leads to the inevitable conclu­ 
sion that benzene is a leukemogenic 
agent . . . More recent observations 
seem to establish this association 
beyond a doubt.” 
A more recent study, com mis­ 
sioned by the American Petroleum 
Institute itself, found that benzene is 
a cancer-causing substance. In a 
private letter now in our possession, 
the institute listed the study’s most 
im p o rta n t 
c o n c lu sio n : 
" O c ­ 
cupational exposure to benzene ap- 
p e a r s 
c a u s a l l y 
r e l a t e d 
to 
myelongeous leukemia and its acute 
variants.” 


In nonmedical term s, the oil in­ 
dustry’s doctors found that overex­ 
posure to benzene can cause death by 
leukemia. Those 150,000 endangered 
w o rk ers w ould be b e tte r off. 
therefore, if the industry put the 
em phasis on its medical findings 
rather than its lobbying claim s 


As a simple precaution, the Labor 
Dept 
wants plants to monitor the 
benzene level and give medical tests 
to the employees. The order also 
calls for new technology to lower the 
benzene exposure. 


All of this, the oil tycoons lament, 
is going to cost money. Responded an 
angry government official: "It is un­ 
conscionable that the companies con­ 
tinue to fight this 
They knew a 
benzene standard was coming to 


protect workers The law can t be 
written to guard health and safety 
only if there is no cost to industry. 
We can’t have that kind of trade-off 
in a civilized society.” 


Yet the corporate persuaders are 
now trying to convince the govern­ 
ment that benzene is hazardous only 
at high levels, that the current stan­ 
dards offer workers all the protec­ 
tion they need, that the new stan­ 
dards would increase the price of 
benzene and that it is technologically 
impossible to lower the benzene 
levels anyway. 


Unfortunately for the otf barons, 
these claim s aiso conflict with their 
own research Exxon's Dr Eckhardt 
reported, for example, that his com­ 
pany sev eral y e ars ago began 
"elim inating 
exposures 
wherever 
possible and reducing them to the 
lowest possible level where elimina­ 
tion cannot be accom plished.” 
Government officials insist there 
is no need for any of the 150,000 
workers to die of leukemia 
Footnote: U S 
plants last year 
produced an incredible 11 billion 
pounds of benzene which is used in a 
variety of products from aspirin to 
pesticide During the manufacturing 
p ro cess, m illions of pounds of 
benzene are sprayed into the at­ 
m osphere. 
The 
Environm ental 
Protection Agency has already 
labeled benzene a hazardous air 
pollutant It is now investigating the 
benzene hazard from retail gasoline 
pumps 
Benzene exposure may be 
labeled a hazard to the public- outside 
the plants as well as the workers in­ 
side

M ILLER : Why is it some dogs are bothered 
so much more by the heat than others'1 Our Cinnamon 
hardly moves on a hot day. She just lies around in the 
shade, panting and drinking water. — H.C. 
D EAR H.C.: Cinnamon cools it as best a canine can: 
Plenty of water to replace that lost during the panting 
process, keeping out of the blazing direct sun. and 
minimizing exercise which quickly sends internal body 
temperatures soaring. On a critically hot day you can 
soak her to the skin, though cooling by evaporation is less 
effective for a dog than for a person Breeds which handle 
heat best have a light, short coat, are lean and have a 
clear, unobstructed airway so they can transfer the max­ 
imum amount of air from the lungs with the minimum ef­ 
fort. 
Long-haired, heavy-coated dogs should seldom be dim 
clipped completely, but thinning the coat can help reduce 
its heat-holding properties. Little can be done for those 
breeds with shortened noses and narrowed throats (box­ 
ers and bulldogs to pekes and pugs), except to be aware 
they do have breathing difficulties and to be sure they 
have all the help you can provide in keeping them calm, 
quiet, and cool during the long hot summer 
DEAR DR. M ILLER : Nugget, my goldfish, has been 
getting fat lately. Fatter and fatter. She doesn t act very 
happy about it She’s so fat now her scales are kind of 
sticking out away from her body. Mother says she 
shouldn’t be pregnant because she’s not very big yet and 
she’s the only goldfish I have, anyway.

Malnutrition may af­ 
fect the liver and result in dropsy. Bacterial infections 
can damage internal organs, such as the kidneys, and 
cause this kind of fluid accumulation.

After I rest for a while they disap­ 
pear Is this angina pectoris a per­ 
manent heart disease or could a 
person overcome this? 
I ’ve had a high cholesterol and fat 
lipids but have been on a low fat diet 
for several years. Has this anything 
to do with this disease? Also. I can 
not breathe cold air. When I first had 
this we still had cold weather and 
when I was outside in brisk air my 
throat seemed to constrict and cut 
off my breathing I ’ve had to wear a 
mask so I could go out in the cold. 
What can I do to overcome this 
angina pectoris, if anything’’ I am 49 
and too young to be tied down I have 
been an active person all my life and 
can't get used to the idea that I can't 
do everything I would like to do 
D EAR R EA D ER - Strictly speak- 
in g , angina p e cto ris m eans 
strangulation of the breastbone *— 
describing the sensation that many 
people have with the dull oppressive 
pain in the center of the chest. 
It is caused by inadequate blood 
flow to the heart muscle The blood 
flow is usually restricted because of 
a buildup of fatty-cholesterol 
deposits in the arteries to the heart 
muscle. These are often associated 
with a high blood cholesterol level or 
high levels of other blood fats and 
with high blood pressure 
The pain occurs when you exert 


yourself because that is when your 
heart has to increase its workload 
At rest you have enough blood flow 
through those clogged arteries to 
nourish your heart muscle and supp­ 
ly oxygen When the oxygen demands 
go up requiring an increase in cir­ 
culation this just is not possible 
Hence, you get pain when you exert 
too much and the pain goes away 
when you rest.

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Renewed interest over an old treatment for breast cancer 
Bicyclists swamp Iowa towns, empty eateries 


EDITOR'S NOTE - 


Doctors at several med­ 
ical centers are debat­ 
ing use of an old treat­ 
ment for early breast 
cancer as an alternative 
to mastectomy. The 
treatment, external and 
internal radiation, is get­ 
ting renewed attention 
because of emotionally 
charged debates over the 
need for breat removal.

NEW YORK (AP) - A 
treatment for early breast 
cancer, dating back some 
50 years, is attracting 
renewed interest as an 
a lt er na t i v e to br east 
removal in a few medical 
centers in this country. 
The treatment involves 
applying a beam of radia­ 
tion to the breast, followed 
by implanting radioactive 
substances directly to the 
breast tumor. 
In the implantation, 
either radium needles or 
seeds of iridium-192 in flex­ 
ible plastic tubes are in­ 
serted into the breast. 
But the use of radiation 
treatment remains con­ 
troversial, with most 
physicians recommending 
s o m e f o r m of m a s ­ 
tectomy, or removal of the, 
breast. The latest report on 
the radiation treatment is 
from the Joint Center for 
Radiation Therapy at the 
Harvard Medical School, 
published in the latest is­ 
sue of Cancer, the journal 
of the American Cancer 
Society. 
"Few topics in medicine 
e n g e n d e r

much 
«‘motional response as the 
treatment of primary 
breast cancer," the Har­ 
vard team writes 
"This 
a p p ea r s true of both 
patient and physician 
alike. 
The Harvard group says 
the intensity of the argu­ 
ment has prompted a 
evalu ation of methods 
for local control of breast 
cancer, and it has been en- 
eouraged by recent reports 
of the effectiveness of 
chemotherapy after treat­ 
ment 
Radium implants fell 
into disuse because the 
large radium devices were 
painful to patents and ex­ 
posed physicians to excess 
radiation. 
“ Radiation 
therapy 
without mastectomy," the 
Harvard researchers say, 
" is a local treatment 
which offers the potential 
for local control with a 
minimal functional or 
cosmetic impairment” 
The words "local con­ 
trol" are a key to the dif­ 
ferent approaches. Dr. 
Samuel Heilman, director 
of the Harvard center, says 
that in many cases the 
cancer already has spread 
at the time of detection, so 
the form of treatment will 
not determine whether the 
patient is cured or not. 
By local control, Dr. 
H e i l m a n 
m e a n s the 
p r e v e n t i o n of l oc a l 
recurrence of the tumor in 
the breast, regardless 
whether the cancer may 
spread elsewhere 
"It would ... seem that 
most patients who are to 
develop distant metastases 
have done so before 
clinical presentation and 
that local recurrence is

cancer to the lymph nodes 
under the armpit, can be 
alive — "cured" — at the 
end of 10 years. Even with 
evidence of spread to the 
nodes, he says, the cure 
rate is 40 per cent at 10 
years. 
At Sloan-Ketteri ng, 
some 500 to 600 cases of 
breast cancer a year are 
t r e a t e d , 
the l a r g e s t 
number in the country, Dr 
Ashikari says. And he 
argues that radiation treat- 


ment has no such long­ 
term results yet. Use of 
radiation and radioactive 
implants, he says, can con­ 
trol local breast disease; 
but “ there is a doubt" 
about cure. 
Dr. Heilman says his 
results so far are com­ 
parable to those resulting 
from general surgical 
techniques, but he adds 
that it is still too early to 
evaluate long-term sur­ 
vival. 
The use of external 
radiation and radioactive 
implants as an alternative 


to mastectomy is not new, 
Dr. Heilman notes. The 
first good scientific paper 
on the s u b j e c t was 
published in 1937 in the 
British Medical Journal, 
covering nearly 10 years of 
experience. Now, in addi­ 
tion to the Harvard work, 
the treatment is being em­ 
ployed at such places as

popular in Europe, es­ 
pecially in France. 
Dr Bernard Pierquin, of 
the Henri Mondor Hospital 
in Creteil, France, told a 
cancer symposium in San 
Francisco recently of his 
e xp e r i e n c e with 410 
patients. Of these, 80 per 
cent had early stage breast 
cancer, and the five-year 
survival rate was 90 per 
cent. He said surgical 
treatment is associated 


with a comparable five- 
year survival. 
Dr. Heilman's team 
reported reviewing 150 
c o n s e c u t i v e p a t i e n t s 
treated primarily by radia­ 
tion at the Harvard center 
between July 1, 1968 and 
Dec. 31, 1974, and updated 
in telephone interviews. 
Of 84 cancers in 80 
patients with early breast 
cancer, termed Stage I and 
Stage H, local control was 
achieved in all but one 
case. Dr. Heilman said, for 
periods ranging from two 
vears to eight years. But 


for women with more ad­ 
vanced cancers. Stage in, 
the treatment was less suc­ 
cessful. Of 86 Stage III 
patients, there have been 
28 local recurrences. 
T he e x t e r n a l beam 
radiation consists of a total 
dosage from a linear ac­ 
celerator of 5,000 rads, 
followed by implantation 
of the radioactive sub­ 
stances for two or three 
days. The implant allows 
direct dosage to the tumor 
and produces only a slight 
shrinkage of the breast, the 
Harvard team reported.

The institute, which has 
won admiration in develop­ 
ing countries, was founded 
in 1927. The Rockefeller 
Foundation and Swiss 
authorities were godfa­ 
thers of the p roj ect, 
originally designed to train 
international civil servants 
for the Geneva-based 
League of Nations, the 
short-lived ancestor of the 
United Nations. 
The institute’s primary 
goal today, according to its 
Swiss director, Jacques 
Freymond, is to train able 
negotiators for the North- 
South, East-West di a ­ 
logues that dominate the 
current international 
scene. 
To some, the school has 
also become an answer of 
sorts to Patrice Lumumba 
University in Moscow and 
other communist cam ­ 
puses 
where 
aspiring 
m em bers of the Third 
World elite are exposed to 
ideological indoctrination. 
In 50 years, the institute 
has turned out some 4,000 
diplomats, economists and 
international lawyers. 
The institute operates in 
both French and English, 
and its international orien­ 
tation is reflected in the 
composition of its faculty 
and student body, which in­ 
cludes West and East Eu­ 
ropeans, North and South 
Americans, and, making 
up at least one-quarter of 
the enrollment, Africans 
and Asians 
The regular teaching 
staff, a cosmopolitan group 
of scientists and develop­ 
ment experts, is regularly 
supplemented bv guest lec­ 
turers 
S i t u a t e d on a hill 
overlooking Lake Geneva, 
the stately pink villa which 
houses the institute has a 
deceiving ivory tower ap­ 
pearance. Three modem 
pavilions set in the sur­ 
rounding park house a 
small number of students 
for a nominal fee. Until 
recently segregation was 
the custom, but this year

We m a n ag e to 
bypass emotionally-keyed 
differences and get in­ 
volved. instead, in really 
worthwhile discussions 


"We don't let events in 
the outside world influence 
our behavior although what 
most of us are studying, in 
fact, is that very outside 
world But how else could 
Arab students study with 
m Israeli professor and 
vice versa’’ 
Recently, vague echoes 
of student discontent have 
been heard at the institute. 
The student association 
wants greater participa­ 
tion at the administrative 
level and is complaining 
about the length of the doe- 
toral 
program, which 
usually lasts six years 
They are also concerned 
about the high dropout 
rate 
"For many of the Third 
World students, rimpiy a 
year or two spent at tiie in­ 
stitute is thought eno igh to 
land them a job of prime 
minister when they return 
home,” a Canadian student 
observed.

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proves of the doctor’s charges. Since Medicare does not 
recognize or approve the entire amount billed in many 
cases, the patient ’s bills must total about $100 before he is 
entitled to any refund. 
For patients who are covered by Medi-Cal without 
Medicare, the physician received only what Medi-Cal ap- 
proves. 
“ For those patients who are on both Medicare and 
Medi-Cal, the doctor cannot bill the patient for any part of 
the sum due which has not been paid by the agencies, 
related Dr. Gill. 
Dr. G ill says that, in addition to the inadequate reim­ 
bursements, his payments from the agencies are 
erroneous about 10 to 20 per cent of the time 
He says he is now spending more time trying to correct 
his billing pavments from Blue Shield, which is the pay­ 
ment agency for patients on combined Medicare-Medi- 
Cal program or covered by Medi-Cal alone, than he is in 
providing professional care to his patients. 
Problems also arise with claims for Medicare 
coverage, only, which are processed by Occidental Life 
Insurance Co., and for certain group coverages by other 
insurance carriers, he said. 
Dr. Gill says he has written Blue Shield 163 letters of 
protest in the past year over erroneous billings. 
•Of the 163 letters, it took 76 letters to correct the 
claims for 48 patients My pleas, in 16 letters, were denied 
for 14 patients. 
I now have written 71 letters regarding 55 patients and 
these cases are still pending, 
continues Dr Gill. 
“The fact that so many cases are finally corrected 
proves I was right in the first place, 
continues the doc­ 
tor He adds that this constant re-billing adds again to the 
cost of operating a practice for the physician 
Other doctors and health care providers in the valley 
also report problems with reimbursements to varying 
degrees but decline to be quoted. 
A spokesman from Blue Shield in Los Angeles admitted 
that there are often billing problems and that some physi­ 
cians who serve patients in convalescent hospitals are 
faced with additional burdens. 
“ Like anything with the government, the entire 
program is very complicated, explained the spokesman. 


“ We are under the direction of officials in Washington, 
D C., and Sacramento and not free to make our own deci- 
sions. 
_ 
_ 
“ Reimbursements are strictly limited and the doctors 
who sees patients in convalescent hospitals are paid on a 
special, very restrictive schedule.” 
The spokesman said Blue Shield staff members do try 
to work with the doctors to settle claims, even to the point 
of visiting offices to discuss problems. 
“ We sympathize with the doctors, but must follow rules 
and be sure it’s our responsibility before paying any 
claim.” added the spokesman. 
Dr. Gill, who served as a physician in the Army Medical 
Corps during World War II, says he’s dedicated to his 
profession and has every intention of continuing to serve 
the valley. 
But. he adds, the public needs to be made aware of what 
the state and federal medical programs are costing them 
in both taxes and increased charges.

Neon reminder glows in the distance 
City camping: outdoor trip a 'retreat' toward nature 


EDITOR’S NOTE: There*! Ranger Paul of the National 
Parks Service. The campfire and pup tents, chow from a 
stew pot, ghost stories and giggles. All the trappings of 
kid« camping out in the 26,060-acre Gateway National 
Recreation Area. But a neon sign in the distance is a 
glowing reminder that they haven’t even left Brooklyn 
and are only a few miles from home. 


BROOKLYN, N Y. (AP) 
— We’re tenting tonight on 
the old camp ground — 
camp ground in the largest 
of the five boroughs of the 
nation's largest city. Were 
it a city alone, which it was 
until Jan. 1, 1898, it would 
be A m e ric a ’s fourth 
largest. 
Brooklyn is hardly the 
place for a rural retreat It 
is, in fact, a city still, with 
its own special past and 
present. The Dodgers are 
gone, but Ebbets Field is 
not forgotten. There are 
the Ebbets Field apart­ 
ments. The Brooklyn 
Eagle — a newspaper Walt 
Whitman edited — is gone 
too, but more than a dozen 
weekly papers serve the 
disparate 
neighborhoods. 
And the Brooklyn Bridge is 
ever present and ever love- 
ly. 
Some say the borough 
even has its own language 
— spoken most eloquently 
by the Kid from Brooklyn, 
the inevitable character in 
World War II movies who 
spoke “poils" of cynical 
city wisdom but sacrificed 
for his buddies in the end. 
Today Brooklyn’s nearly 
21 z miilion citizens live in 
stately 
brownstones, 
decaying tenem ents, 
apartments and homes old 
and new, large and small. 
The city is a tangle of 
streets, stores, parks, 
wharves and warehouses, 
so confusingly vast that 
Thomas Wolfe once wrote 
a story about it called “On- 
ly 
the 
Dead 
Know 
Brooklyn.” 
Indeed, hardly the place 
for a rural retreat. 
It’s just that, though, for 
two dozen of Paulette 
Eisenstadt’s first graders 
from PS. 8, kids from 
Brooklyn not used to tell­ 
ing stories around a camp­ 
fire, picking wild berries 
or romping amid tall, 
seaside grass. 
The youngsters set out 
with their teacher and a 
dozen parents from their 
school near the Brooklyn 
Bridge, which spans the 
East River to lower Man- 


battan and just a coin's 
toss from Wall Street. 
There many of the 
neighborhood daddies 
work. 
“Catherine and Daddy... 
Jenny and Mommy,” the 
roll is called before the 
yellow school bus begins 
its trek across Brooklyn 
along Flatbush Avenue. 
The bus goes past the 
Williamsburg 
Savings 
Bank (Brooklyn’s tallest 
building but at.512 feet a 
country cousin to Manhat­ 
tan’s 1.353-foot World 
Trade Center), past 
Prospect Park, past the 
parlor of a fortune-teller 
whose sign identifies her 
as “ Sister Rice, Indian 
Reader,” past the Unique 
Boutique — which is any­ 
thing but unique on an ave­ 
nue lined with clothing 
shops, bakeries, delicates­ 
sens and other small busi­ 
nesses. 
Near the end of the 
avenue, the children get 
their last look at civiliza­ 
tion as they know it. the 
Kings Plaza shopping cen­ 
ter. 
There the bus turns into 
the Gateway National 
Recreation Area which, 
had it not been set aside as 
old Floyd Bennett airfield 
40 years ago. would have 
been only a mirror of all 
they had just passed. 
Magically, it isn’t. On 
the very first hike from 
National Park Service 
building to campsite, birds 
are nesting, toads are hop­ 
ping, rabbits scampering 
Children run a few steps 
ahead, lie in the thigh-high 
grass and disappear, giggl­ 
ing, from parents’ eyes. 
Then there are the tents 
lent by the Park Service 
and set up with the instruc­ 
tion and sometimes the aid 
of Ranger Paul. There is 
Ranger Paul himself, 
young, patient, slow- 
talking, the perfect forest 
ranger in his brown un­ 
iform and Canadian Moun- 
tie hat. 
Ranger Paul replies to a 
question that his last name 
is Gates, he is 21, from 


Franklin. Vt., a student on 
the work end of a work- 
study program in law en­ 
forcement at Boston's 
Northeastern 
University. 
He declines a glass of wine 
but accepts two helpings of 
Mrs 
Eisenstadt’s stew, 
brought from home in a pot 
big enough to feed all. 
After supper, there is 
running, games, wander­ 
ing, wrestling, falling 
down, lying in the grass 
looking up at stars much 
brighter than the ones seen 
from lamp-lit city streets. 
Then Paul builds a camp­ 
fire, children and parents 
sing and roast marsh­ 
mallows, and Paul tells 
ghost stories. One is about 
Charlie, who haunts young­ 
sters who wander^ away 
from camp. 
Then, into the tents and 
into bed. Lying in a sleep­ 
ing bag, cuddling a stuffed 
animal, giggling with a 
best friend. Then, out of 
the tents. Running to 
giggle in another tent with 
another best friend. 
Seven-year-old Mary 
emerges from her tent to 
ask Daddy, “When are the 
boys going to scare us?" 
They do, becoming 
shadowy monsters, loom­ 
ing over pup tents with 
flashlights shining behind 
them. The girls dutifully 
shriek. 
Around midnight, mer­ 
cifully, it really is bedtime. 
Parents now talk about 
kids, apartments and 
houses, bills, jobs. 
It is peaceful in the 
country. Country? Not 
really; it's Brooklyn, 
remember. One parent 
looks into the night and 
asks, “ Did anyone bring 
his Alexander’s charge 
card?” Everyone looks. In 
the distance is the neon 
sign of Alexander’s depart­ 
ment store at Kings Plaza. 
Brooklyn is still all 
around. Gateway’s 26,000 
acres, which also include 
parts of New Jersey and 
the boroughs of Queens and 
Staten Island, were set 
aside by Congress as an 
open place for city folks 
only five years ago. Floyd 
Bennett field, 1,050 of those 
acres, was transferred 
from the Navy to the In­ 
terior Department two 
years ago. 
At 5 a.m., sleep is ended 
by other reminders of avia­ 
tion and of Floyd Bennett, 
the aviator who was with 


Admiral Byrd on the first 
flight over the North Pole 
in 1926. Jetliners roar 
overhead from nearby 
Kennedy and LaGuardia 
airports. Children wander 


hand-in-hand to portable There are birds and toads, 
potties. There is breakfast wild flowers and wild 
of fruit and cereal, and berries. Coming back. 
Ranger Paul reappears.

(AP) — After a long slide 
that took production to a 
low of 7,107 troy ounces in 
1973, gold mining in Alaska 
is on the upswing. 
Production went up to 
9,146 ounces in 1974, to 
14.980 ounces in 1975 and to 
17.660 ounces last year. 
And state assayer Don 
Stein says prospects for 
mining gold in Alaska will 
always be good, “because 
the gold is here. ” 
A fixed price of $35 an 
ounce all but nailed the lid 
on gold mining in the state, 
but interest picked up soon 
after Congress freed the 
price of gold in 1968. 
“At $35 an ounce, the' 
Alaska gold miner could 
barely operate unless he 
had a pretty good placer 
mine,” Stein says. 
“When the price went 
up, a lot more operations 
came into being, because 
you could mine lower 
grade claims.” 
Many of those new 
operations represented so- 
called “weekend prospec­ 
tors” who turned to full­ 
time mining with an im­ 
proved price picture. 
“It made it worthwhile 
for them to work their 
properties on a full-time 
basis,” Stein said. 
Stein said recent sales of 
gold by the International 
Monetary Fund have acted 
as a buffer on the price of 
gold, but that it still re­ 
mains extremely strong 
Another factor affecting 
gold mining in Alaska is in­ 
flation but Stein sees that 


as a two-edged sword 
On the one hand, infla­ 
tion cuts into the ability of 
m iners to work lower 
grade deposits, he said 
“However, with increas­ 
ing inflation conditions, 
you’re going to find that 
pressure is on the price of 
gold to go up,” says Stein. 
Other upward pressures 
on gold prices come from 
new and increased in­ 
dustrial uses of the metal. 
For instance, because it 
is an excellent conductor of 
electricity, gold is now a 
key ingredient in the 
manufacture of equipment 
such as computers, Stein 
said. 
Most of the gold opera­ 


tions in Alaska are family 
type undertakings, or 
partnerships of two or 
three men, Stein said. But 
two dredges were working 
near Nome last summer, 
and they will be back in 
operation this year. 
Alaska Gold Co. used the 
two dredges to recover 
14,320 of the 17,660 troy 
ounces of gold produced in 
the state last year, moving 
1,194,620 cubic yards of 
gravel in the process. 
Another dredge is work­ 
ing on a platinum property 
at Goodnews Bay, and it is 
producing some gold as a 
side product, Stein said. 
“ Hard-rock mining in 
Alaska is practically non 


existent, except for the Lit­ 
tle Squaw Mining Co. 
property at Chandalar,” 
Stein said. 
He said Little Squaw is 
producing this summer 
with a 100-ton-a-day mill 
the Spokane, Wash., firm 
has constructed at the 
mine site on the south 
slope of the Brooks Range. 
“ That’s the one thing 
that is going to be good in 
Alaska in the future, hard- 
rock gold mining,” Stein 
predicted. 
“ We’ve got 
large low -grad e gold 
deposits in Alaska that 
have yet to be discovered. ” 
He was also optimistic 
about the future discovery 
of placer deposits in the 


state — “There are a lot of 
creeks that have never 
been prospected. ” 


But Stein has a word of 
caution for those who 
might believe that gold in 
Alaska is an easy quarry. 


“ It takes experience, 
work and patience,” he 
said. “ By the law of 
averages, if you take 40 
miners, prospecting all of 
their lives, only one will 
find a really valuable 
property.”

B r a z i l i a n 
microbiologist believes he 
has discovered the better 
coffee plant.

plant,” said Maro Sondahl. 
who has been doing 
research on ways to grow 
coffee plants whose beans 
can withstand Brazilian 
frosts.

street from his home in a 
quiet Columbia neighbor­ 
hood. 
“There’s really no ex­ 
cuse for people who say 
they can’t get exercise, 
he said, outpacing a 
reporter struggling at his 
side, or perhaps a few 
steps behind. 
At a time of year when 
the temperature is enough 
to keep even avid joggers 
indoors, the state’s senior 
U.S. senator often dons a 
pair of red shorts and a 
“Run for Fun” T-shirt and 
jogs at a brisk pace during 
the day’s coolest hours. 
Jogging has grown in 
popularity with millions of 
Americans in recent years. 
But Thurmond is no new­ 
comer to the sport. 
A former athletic coach, 
Thurmond has been jogg­ 
ing for half a century, 
beginning when he ran in 
the three-mile and two- 
mile track and cross coun­ 
try events at Clemson 
University in the 1920s.

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Polly Bergen's 
Coping with sly voices of insecurity

NEW YORK (NEA) - 
It's a sly. insidious voice 
and to Polly Bergen, who’s 
been plagued by it, it 
sounds like a whisper. 
“What are those people 
going to say about me?” 
That’s how it sounds, she 
whispers across a con­ 
ference table at Wyden 
Publishers. 
“It’s that lack of belief in 
themselves that created 
the need for a book like 
this.” she says, full-toned. 
Her book is “I'd Love To. 
But What’ll I Wear?” a 
sartorial guide to funerals, 
weddings, hospital visits, 
vacations (hot and cold), 
seductions (vours and his), 
even a down-home dinner 
at the Carters'. 
Ms. Bergen used to 
worry a lot about what to 
wear which is why she’s 
worked so hard to learn 
w h a t ’s 
c a lle d 
f o r . 
Everywhere 
In fact, that sly voice of 
insecurity 
has been 
whispering to her since she 
was a child growing up 
alone and not under­ 
standing why. 
“My father was a con­ 
struction engineer and we 
never stayed in a town 
more than three months at 
a time. But, you think 
vou're to blame for not 
having friends and you 
start to panic. Then, 


because you don't know 
how to make friends, you 
try too hard and fail and 
become more and more in­ 
secure.” 
But a performer isn’t 
alone, not with all those 
people out there making a 
noise of love. 
“When I was young, the 
most important thing in 
the world was to have peo­ 
ple applaud and. by doing 
that, say they loved me,” 
she says. “But the more I 
arrived at a point where I 
felt okay as a person 
without them telling me, 
the less I needed it.”

Even­ 
tually, modesty won out 
and more timid brides the 
world round substituted 
bouquets. 
Rings have been a 
favorite symbol of un­ 
ending love since early 
Egyptian times. Jeweled 
wedding bands were often 
considered unlucky since 
the gems break the con­ 
tinuity of the circle. 
The Romans initiated the 
custom of wearing the ring 
on the third finger of the 
left hand, because they 
believed a vein ran direct­ 
ly from that finger to the 
heart.

The demise of outdoor 
tools and equipment is 
more often due to rust, cor­ 
rosion and neglect than to 
use. Cleaning them after 
chores or when dirty will 
prolong their efficiency, 
n o t es Th e Soap and 
Detergent Association 
Scrape off mud, grass 
cuttings, plant parts and 
leaves. Occasionally, wipe 
with a sudsdampened cloth 
or sponge. Then rinse with 
c lean w a t e r and dry 
thoroughly. Keep all mov­ 
ing parts lubricated and 
f r e e of d i r t . F o l l ow 
m anufacturer’s use and 
care 
recom m endations 
carefully 
for electrical 
equipment. 
Remove fertilizer from a 
spreader by washing the 
spreader in a solution of 
detergent or soap. Rinse 
and dry. Take care of rust 
spots with steel wool, wipe 
clean and lubricate. Insec­ 
ticide residues should be 
removed from a sprayer 
with thorough washing and 
rinsing. 


At the end of the season 
give all gardening and yard 
equipment a once over: 
Make r e p a i r s , c l e a n 
thoroughly and lubricate 
metal parts to leave a thin 
film which will discourage 
rust. Store in a dry place 
and make sure all tools are 
always out of the reach of 
children!

‘House o f wolves' draws interest 
Portuguese artists' home is a 'museum' 


BORBA, Portugal (A P) 
— A stranger who stops at 
“ Villa Lobos” — House of 
Wolves — may get to use 
Manuel Lobo’s woodwork­ 
ing shop, see his 2,000 
crucifixes and hear his 
tales of romantic adven­ 
ture on two continents. 
“ I look in what's in a 
man’s heart, not what kind 
of a car he drives,” said 
Lobo. A visitor who passes 
inspection is rewarded 
with the story of Lobo’s life 
and a guided tour of what 
he says is the world's 
larg est co llectio n of 
Christs on crosses. 
Although he lives in thin­ 


ly populated eastern Por­ 
tugal, a wide selection of 
humanity passes Lobo s 
door. He says his signs — 
“ Christ Museum” and 
“ Antique Shop’’ in English 
instead of Portuguese — 
attracts 500 travelers on a 
good weekend along the 
main road between Lisbon 
and Madrid. 
Venceslau Lobo, whose 
biblical-style bears an even 
fuller than his son’s, began 
the business 50 years ago 
and 
s t ill 
len d s 
a 
patriarchal presence. 
“ My father collected 
crucifixes when other peo­ 
ple were throwing them 


away,” Manuel Lobo said. 
“ It was during the first, 
republic, when people 
cared about politics more 
than religion — rather like 
Portugal today. 
"When he had 300 or so, 
he opened a museum. Now 
we have crucifixes from 
nearly 50 countries — 
Japan, Vietnam, and so on. 
We get offers of more but 
we have to turn them down 
unless they are really 
special.” 
Some of the crucifixes in 
the two w hite-w alled 
rooms are 1,200 years old. 
None is valued at more 
than $35,000 but, Lobo says 


of the collection, “ you 
couldn’t duplicate what’s 
here even with $4 million.’’ 
Lobo, $>, began as an 
electrical technician but 
grew tired of the regular 
hours at a local power sta­ 
tion. He became a Por­ 
tuguese Air Force flight 
engineer but, during his se­ 
cond training visit to the 
United States in 1987, con­ 
cluded that military life 
was confining. 
He quit the service to 
pick strawberries in Ten­ 
nessee and do odd jobs in 
half a dozen Eastern 
states. Gradually, he built 
up a reputation as a self-

taught restorer of old 
houses, a trade he still 
practices on annual trips to 
America. 
Despite the crucifixes, 
Lobo says he does not often 
attend Mass. 
“ I believe in helping peo­ 
ple — that’s what Jesus 
wanted,” he said. “ It was 
only men who decided to 
build a house to worship 
him.” 
Help from Lobo can take 
surprising forms. To a 12- 
year-old tourist who ad­ 
mired but couldn’t afford a 
$15 model airplane, Lobo 
gave a saw, wood and 
detailed instructions on 
how to build his own plane. 
“ It could start the boy in 
a new direction,” he told 
an astonished father. 
The wealthy pas Lobo 
charged a Spanish busi­ 


nessman $1,500 for a 
furnished doll’s house with 
3,000 miniature wooden 
shingles on the roof. 
Lobo’s homey philosophy 
extends to re la tio n s 
between the sexes. “ Love 
doesn't come all at once. 
You build it up, block by 
block over, let’s say, 20 
years.” Yet none of the 
women in his life has 
lasted longer than 20 
months. 
“ I think I treat them too 
well. I cook and wash up,” 
he said.

Fido goes camping, 
fis h in g ,

family, but sometimes 
there is a lack of commu­ 
nication when the family 
pet gets away from home 
base. A dog may breathe 
hard, stick out his tongue, 
or hit flies with his paws 
which might indicate a lit­ 
tle attention is needed — 
such as air, water and 
shade. But dogs must often 
accept their fate when they 
get away from home 
routine. 
Even on a shopping trip, 
things can go a w ry. 
Recently a woman left her 
beautiful poodle locked in a 
car.* The windows were 
closed and the car was 
parked in the brilliant sun. 
Crowds gathered as the 
dog wilted. People tried to 
pry open windows with 
wire coat hangers, nail 
files and so on, as the 
police went through the 
store and even used loud 
speakers to try to attract 
the woman’s attention. 
Returning to the scene, she 
was horrified It was al­ 
most too late for her 
animal. Intent upon getting 
a 
b a rg a in , she had 
neglected her dog’s com­ 
fort. 
When taking a dog away 
from home, the fam ily 
should be even more aware 
of their pet’s comfort. A 
tote bag might be packed 
with dog’s necessities — 
the number of units of food 
needed for the trip, dog 
biscuits or other snacks, a 
vacuum bottle of water, 
grooming aids, a bowl, 
leash and towel. If food is 
canned, bring a can 
opeper. Fresh water would 
be appreciated occasional­ 
ly along with an airing 
when you reach a gas sta­ 
tion or parking place. If it 
is a long trip, wash him 
with a wet towel. 
Pack a long leash — 20 
feet or so — so that you can 
exercise your dog and let 
him take care of his 
physical urgencies. A short 
leash also may be needed. 
A dog shouldn’t run loose 
near highways even if he 
normally responds to com­ 
mands There is a danger 
to drivers as well as dogs if 
they get out on a highway. 
If you locate a good 
wooded area along the 
route where your dog can 
be watched closely, he 
might roam a bit, but 
generally a dog should be 
exercised in a more con­ 
trolled manner until you 
reach your destination. 
E v e n though m ost 
motels will accept pets, 
you should know where you 
are going to be able to 
spend the night with your 
pet. Too many people 
become enervated looking 
for a guest house, motel or 
hotel that will take animals 
and the pet may end up 
sleeping in a hot car all 
night. 
A dog may have fun 
walking about a station 
wagon or putting his head 
out of a window, but you 
should not permit it. He 
should stay in one place. 
He’U get the idea if you 
give him something of his 
own to lie upon He can be 
hurt moving about and put­ 
ting his head out of a win­ 
dow. 
Dogs can be unnerved by 
travel, A veterinarian 
might supply pills for a 
nervous dog, but any dog 
needs reassurance Pack a 
couple of playthings in his 
tote so that he doesn t 
whine or cry if you leave 
him alone in a strange 
room. His grooming aids 
will help make him com 
fortable Give him a good 
brushing after a long trip, 
and if he’s been in wooded 
areas, check for ticks. Try 


to cool the dog some way 
or give him a bath. 
Your dog should wear 
identification. 
So should 
your cat. If you get a clear 
collar for a cat you can 
print his name and ad­ 
dress and paste it to the 
back of the collar so that it 
can be read. Or get the cat 
an identification tag and 
collar. An outdoor cat 


should wear the collar 
some days before you 
depart. He may not like it. 


A cat carrier is the best 
way to transport a cat. 
Animals can be tran­ 
sported with a minimum of 
confusion providing your 
attitude is good If they are 
farmed or boarded — and 
rates heve gone up — you 
may feet genuine concern 


about their confort. 
You can have a lot of fun 
taking animals on a vaca­ 
tion — if you have a sense 
of humor. You haven’t 
lived until you’ve traveled 
with a Labrador retriever, 
a short-haired domestic 
giner tom cat, a parakeet, 
a turtle and a salamander. 
One family survived the 
experience.

COPENHAGEN ( A P ) - 
Hundreds of tribeswomen 
across the West African 
republic of Upper Volta 
are discovering what prob­ 
ably is one of the world s 
s i m p l e s t , 
c l e a n e s t , 
cheapest and most eco­ 
nomical cookers — a sun 
oven. 
Designed by a Danish 
engineer 
with 
financial 
support from the Lutheran 
D a n i s h 
C h u r c h 
Aid 
O r g a n i z a t i o n 
Danchurchaid — the oven 
is 
a 
1 5 - s q u a r e - f o o t 
parabolic concave mirror 
of polished aluminum or 
aluminum foil. A kettle or 
sauce-pan is suspended in 
the focal point of the sun's 
reflected rays. 


.. 


“The idea is old. as any 
boy who toyed with a burn­ 
ing glass will know. But it 
works," said Axel Aller, 
the designer, who had 
returned from a seven- 
week mission to Upper 
Volta to introduce the 
project. 
“ I saw a kettle with 
several liters of water boil 
in less than 20 minutes," he 
added. 
So far. 250 ovens have 
been distributed free of 
charge to villages in all 
regions of Upper Volta, 
and another 50 are in 
production. 
Danchurchaid put up 
$17,000 for development, 
production and introduc­ 
tion of the oven and added 


another $14 million for a 
one-year 
followup 
and 
evaluation program now 
underway in cooperation 
wit h 
U p p e r 
V o l t a ’ s 
Technological 
Research 
Center. 
Aller was optimstic that 
the idea would catch on in 
Africa. He said he believed 
similar projects in India 
and M exico had failed 
because they were too 
s m a l l - s c a l e 
and 
not 
launched in the right way 
and with the pr ope r 
followup. 
. He said the project, in 
which the Upper Volta 
governm ent and U.N. 
Development Project of­ 
ficials cooperated, aimed 
not only at exploiting the 


free energy of the tropical 
sun, but also at preventing 
rapid deforestation of the 
country through unsparing 
use of firewood. 
So U.N. officials working 
on a program for the 
education of girls and 
women in Upper Volta and 
similar countries take an 
active interest in the sun 
oven, too. 
The type of sun oven now 
in use in Upper Volta has, 
under normal conditions, a 
heating power equivalent 
to 1,000 watts, the same as 
the biggest boiling plate on 
most electric stoves. 
‘ T h e 
r e f l e c t o r 
is 
adjustable so as to always 
face the sun at right 
angles," Aller explained. 


“ And it does, of course, 
r equi re a c l e a r sky, 
although I did see the sun 
oven work on days with a 
slight haze. 
“ During one erf my visits 
to a village, a whole so- 
called ‘official’ dinner for 
eight persons was cooked 
in a sun oven," he added. 
“Pork chops fried in a mat­ 
ter of 10 minutes. " 
But Aller admitted that 
even in a tropical country 
like Upper Volta — which 
averages 335 days annually 
with more than eight hours 
of sunshine — the sun oven 
has its natural limitations 
and is no good for the cook­ 
ing of presunrise break­ 
fasts or postsunset sup­ 
pers. 


“So the sun oven must be 
seen as supplement, and to 
make full use of it, many 
Africans might have to 
change their cooking and 
eating habits." the Danish 
engineer said. “This is why 
the followup and evalua­ 
tion of the social effects 
are so important." 


Equally important, he 
said, is the launching of 
completely local produc­ 
tion. For the ovens now 


distributed, a Danish facto­ 
ry made the parabolic 
m i r r o r 
w h i l e 
l o c a l 
producers delivered the 
iron rack on which mirror 
and cooking utensils are 
mounted.

“ They've been working on my ball 
carrying technique, he admitted. “ I 
used to carry the ball pretty low 
And the blocking0 
•I think I ’ll be great if the 
linebackers don’t get any bigger. ” he 
grinned 
Tv ler was the leading ball carrier 
in the game with 87 yards on seven 
carries (12 4 yards average). 
Until Tyler got into the game in the 
second half, the most exciting thing 
that had happened was the signing of 
tight end Charles Young which took 
place before the game. Terms of 
Young’s pact were not announced 
Despite the fact that Namath was 
making his first start for the Rams 
and Ron Jaworski was making his 
first appearance against his old 
team, the crowd was even smaller 
than last week’s disappointing tur­ 
nout. 
Only 46,571 turned out on a 
beautiful summer night A little over 
4.000 more purchased tickets but 
didn’t come to the game 
Maybe they knew something 


Namath flopped badly and couldn t, 
move the Rams True, the Rams 
never had good field position while 
Joe was in the game. 
Thev started at their own 29. 20. 13 
and 22 before Namath gave way to 
Pat Haden about seven minutes into 
the second quarter. 
But, with Namath at the controls, 
the Rams netted only 11 yards in the 
first period and didn’t make a first 
down until the final minute of play. 
The only time Joe attempted to 
pass in the first quarter, he was 
sacked and thrown for a 10-yard loss. 
He tried his second on the first play 
of the second quarter and it went in­ 
complete. The Rams punted on the 
next play and Namath wasn’t seen 
again. 
Haden was in for the next series 
and the Rams got their first first 
down 6:45 into the period 
They didn't score as Tom Dempsey 
missed a 37-vard field goal attempt 
after Haden took them from their 
own 32 to the Eagles’ 19 
But the second time Haden got the 
ball, he had Tyler in the backfield 
and the Rams marched 51 yards in 
six plays. 
The former USC and WKL star 
passed nine yards to Tyler and 22 to 
Terry Nelson Tyler burst through 
the middle for nine more and twisted 
and squirmed for 10 yards after a 
Haden aeriel went incomplete 
That put the ball on the one and 
Tyler blasted through the middle for 
the TD that put the Rams ahead to 
stay. 
The Eagles’ only score of the night 
came on Horst Muhlmann's 42-yard 


field goal on the Eagles’ first series 
in the second quarter. 
Vince Ferragamo quarterbacked 
the Angelenos in the third quarter 
and, thanks to Tyler, the Rams got 
their second TD. 
On their third possession, Tyler got 
the ball on the first play at the Rams 
24. Again he burst through the mid­ 
dle of the Philadelphia line, cut right 
and sprinted to the Eagles 17. 
Ferragamo handed off to rookie 
Art Best from Notre Dame on the 
next play and Best smashed over left 
tackle and raced into the end zone 
But Parson Long’s conversion at­ 
tempt was wide and the score 
remained 13-3. 
Jim Jodat, who nearly made the 
team last year, got the third and last 
touchdown in the fourth quarter 
With Haden at the controls again, 
the Rams matched 35 yards follow­ 
ing a partially blocked punt with the 
M l, 210-pound Jodat going the last 
seven for the score 
Jodat finished with 66 yards on 
nine carries. 
For the most part, it looked like 
the same old unexciting Rams. Only 
Haden (6-of-ll for 75 yards) could 
move the team 
Ferragamo com­

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M O BILE, Ala. (A P) - Who was the first black to suit 
up with the Brooklyn Dodgers in a bid to break baseball s 
color barrier? 
It wasn’t Jackie Robinson 
It was David “ Showboat Thomas, a first baseman who 
came off the sandlots of Mobile, achieved stardom in the 
old Negro National League and, in the spring of 1945, put 
on the Dodger blue in a brief, prankish but courageous 
tryout along with another black star, pitcher lerris Mc­ 
Duffie 
Their trvout occurred a full year before Robinson broke 
baseball’s color ban for good Yet their one-hour workout 
with the all-white Dodgers was assigned instant oblivion 
It didn’t rate a footnote with the game s historians. 
Today it lives in the vivid memory and bulging scrap­ 
book of Showboat's brother, Jesse Thomas, a kind of 
supercoach in this baseball-rich coastal city, a man who 
learned the game with Satchel Paige and later helped 
raise a Mobile crop that included Henry' Aaron and Willie 
McCovey 
* They all came up right here. I’ve seen them all,” says 
Thomas. 73 now but trim, strong and active His memory 
of Showboat and the historic Dodger tryout is clear 
It was plotted by Joe Bostic, a black sportswnter for 
“ The People’s Voice, ’ a Harlem newspaper 
It was 
Bostic who wrote up the most detailed account of what 
happened 
On Apnl 6, 1945, Bostic picked up Showboat, then a 37- 
year old veteran with the New York Cubans, and McDuf­ 


fie, a 32-year-old pitcher for the Newark Eagles They 
drove to Brooklyn’s training camp at Bear Mountain, 
N Y , and surprised Dodger boss Branch Rickey by asking 
tor a trvout 
Hickey told them to come back the next day Bostic 
quoted Rickey as saying the athletes’ color didn’t matter 
and that he would give a tryout “ to a devil with a forked 
tail and horns” if he looked like a baseball player, 
Showboat and McDuffie donned their uniforms the next 
day m the fieldhouse of the U S. Military Academy The 
Dodgers were practicing that day at West Point. It was 
there that Showboat hit and fielded in a one-hour tryout 
McDuffie warmed up with the Dodgers catcher Clyde 
Sukeforth His first pitch, Bostic noted, was hurled at ex­ 
actly 2:18 p m It was, he said, “ a fast-breaking curve 
that split the heart of the plate.” 
But it wasn’t enough Rickey cut them both Their ages 
had a lot to do with it, observers said 
“ It didn’t hurt Showboat that he had gotten cut They 
just wanted to get the ball rolling,” says Thomas. “ But it 
wasn’t any real fair tryout. I think if they’d been given a 
chance, they would have played in the major leagues 
Thomas is a man with a record of recognizing big- 
league potential. 
He is commissioner of a longtime baseball proving 
ground in Mobile County called the Gulf Coast Baseball 
league During the past 30 years he has lined up pro 
tryouts for dozens of athletes 
One of them was a towering, but awkward 17-year old 


named McCovey 
“ I got Willie a shot with the Giants and took him to the 
bus station,” says Thomas. “ The bus was going to a spr­ 
ing training camp and Willie hardly had a «lime He was 
carrying his glove and his cleats in a brown papei sack. 
“ Before we got to the bus station, 1 stopped at a store 
and bought him a canvas bag for his equipment Then I 
gave him a dollar so he could buy a hot dog or something 
on the bus trip ” 
McCovey hasn’t forgotten World Series tickets have 
had a way of arriving at the Thomas house via San b ran 
cisco 
.

Besides McCovey and Aaron, players to vault from the 
Mobile playgrounds to the majors include former Chicago 
Cubs ironrnan BiUy Williams, former New York Mets 
stars Cleon Jones and Tommie Agee and Amos Otis of the 
Kansas City Royals 
Thomas says the reasons for the city s success is its 
good recreation areas, for blacks as well as whites, and 
its climate, which allows baseball to be played nearly 
year-round Even when segregation was the law, he said, 
blacks and whites played with and against each other on 
Mobile’s diamonds. 
He mentions some of the county’s white stars - 
brothers Frank and Milt Bolting and Wtimer “ Vinegar 
Bend” Mueil And he mentions Eddie .Stanky. who h«*» 
turned the University of South Alabama baseball program 
into Mobile s most prolific big-league launching pad. 
But most often, he mentions Showboat.

Pete Rose did a double-take as he looked at the lineup 
card posted in the Cincinnati Reds’ dugout. Manager 
Sparky Anderson had written in “Rose, 3b,’’ but not in its 
accustomed position ... at the top. 
“That was the first time in a long, long time that I 
didn’t lead off,” recalls Rose of the Reds’ doubleheader 
with St. Louis late in July, a twinbill in which Rose batted 
second in both games. “I’ve batted leadoff in all out 
maybe 100 games in my career. Most of those were in the 
early years ” 
Rose considers himself a perfect leadoff man, ana woo 
could argue with the best singles hitter in the gamej He s 
a switch hitter who hits to every field, he's a good bunter 
and he knows pitchers in the National League as well as 
anyone. 
, 
.. 
“That’s an important part of hitting. krww,I]j* 
opposition,” says Rose, rapidly approaching the 3 000 hit 
mark for his career. “If you know what a pitcher likes to 
throw to start the game, it's a big advantage. 
Few spots in a baseball lineup have the impact upon a 
game that the leadoff batter’s does. He often sets the 
tempo, as Joe Morgan of the Reds did in the A1 -Star- 
game this season Morgan homered to start the National 
League to its sixth victory in a row against the 
Americans.

“A good leadoff hitter will get on base 3W times a 
year ” says Rose, who usually gets more than 200 hits a 
season. “If he does that, he is doing his job. 
“I usually get about 85-90 walks a year. Add that to my 
hits and I’m around the 300 mark. 
“The leadoff man’s role depends on the team he is witn 
too,” adds Rose. “I’m on an offensive-minded team, 
which is great for me because I m an offensive player. 
When Rose was supplanted in the No. 1 spot last month, 
he was replaced by speedy Ken Griffey. 
■When I don’t lead off, I still have the same goals, 
notes Hose, who thinks Griffey can make a fine leadoff 
man because of his ability to beat out infield grounders 
and bunts. “I’m the same kind of hitter, no matter where 
I hat in the order. But I might be more concerned with 
RBI in other positions.” 
California's Bobby Bonds once was a potent leadoff hit­ 
ter for San Francisco. He thought about RBI and home 


runs a lot when he tirst came to bat. 
“It’s hard to go up to the plate thinking ‘home run,’” 
says Bonds, one of the few power leadoff hitters in the 
majors in recent years. “On the first pitch of a game, 
though, I sometimes thought about hitting it out. It’s a 
real boost for the team if you do that.” 
Lou Brock, perhaps the only man in the last decade to 
rival Rose as a leadoff batter, has a slightly more com­ 
mon weapon: the stolen base. 
Throughout his career, Brock, who will become base­ 
ball’s all-time base-stealer later this season, often has 
used the steal to place himself in scoring position at the 
outset of a game. 
Brock also is an artist at unnerving pitchers. Players 
like Ted Simmons and Tim McCarver often noted that 
Brock’s being on base made it easier to hit a pitcher 
whose mind was elsewhere.

LOS A N G E LE S (AP) — If you’re trying to figure 
out a way to borrow enough money to buy a house, 
take heart. The banks are trying to figure out a wa^ 
to lend it to you. 
The problem, as many would-be homeowners have 
discovered, is the soaring price of housing, which 
has required m ore money down and monthly 
m ortgage paym ents that m ake you wince ju st to 
think about. It’s ju st this predicam ent that has 
m any len ders thinking about a new type of 
m ortgage. 
“ We’ve got to tailor the m ortgage to adapt it to 
varying stages in the life cycle of the borrow er, 
say s Tony Frank, president of the California Sav­ 
ings & Loan League. “ To have level-paym ent 
m ortgages as we do now is a straightjacket into 
which not all borrow ers fit. For exam ple, for young 
people, we need a m ortgage that perm its lower pay­ 
m ents at the start, when their income is lower. As 
their income rises in later years, their paym ents 
would go up 
Frank would like to see m ortgage paym ents 
figured as a portion of fam ily income, say 25 per 
cent, so that the paym ents would autom atically rise 
as the fam ily’s income increases. He notes that 
som e lenders in the E a st are able to offer alm ost 
100 per cent financing, thus drastically reducing 


down paym ents, by using a borrow er’s savings a c ­ 
count partially as a down paym ent and partially as 
a reserve for reducing monthly paym ents. 
The technique, known as a F L IP m ortgage, 
hasn't been approved for California savings and 
loans, but is expected to be offered here soon. 
Frank thinks it's a step forward, but objects to the 
fixed monthly paym ents required. In fact, he would 
do away with the idea of 30-year, fixed payment 
m ortgages altogether. 
“ If we were reinventing the m ortgage today »t 
wouldn’t look the sam e at a ll,” he contends. “ To 
have the sam e fixed paym ents for 360 months is ig­ 
noring the fact that needs of the occupants change, 
their income changes and the value of their house 
changes. ” 
Frank, who is president of San Francisco-based 
Citizen Savings and Loan, a m ajor California 
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lender, thinks m ortgages can also be used to help 
older couples. 
“ What an older couple m ight have is a great deal 
of equity built up in a home, but relatively little in­ 
com e and alm ost no chance of increasing that in­ 
com e — the reverse of a younger couple,' he says. 
“ What could be done in that case is w hat’s called a 
reverse m ortgage or housing annuity, where they in 
effect presell the equity in their home and get a 
lifetim e annuity.” 
Frank sav s the reverse m ortgage, so called 
because the“ lender pays the homeowner instead of 
the other way around, can provide elderly couples 
with a way to increase their monthly income 
without having to sell the home they ve lived in for 
years. 
“ An annuity is sim p le,” say s Frank. “ You go to a 
guy with a black book, tell him I m this old, m;y 
doctor say s I ’m this old, and I am going to give you 
this much money. Then he tells you how much a 
month he’ll pay you for the rest of your life. There s 
no reason a lender can 't do that.’ 
Frank offers the exam ple of a couple with a 
$50,000 house and $10,000 rem ain ing on the 
m ortgage. The original m ortgage m ight have been 
$40,000, he notes, so the monthly paym ents might 
still be quite high. Under a reverse m ortgage, the 
couple would pre-sell their $40,000 equity to the 
lender, who would use $10,000 to pay off the 


m ortgage. At that point the couple would no longer 
have any monthly paym ents and the rest of the 
money could be used to set up a lifetim e annuity for 
them. 
Frank would also like to see what he calls a 
“ forbearance feature” in m ortgages to allow for 
tim es when a homeowner is laid off and unable to 
m ake his paym ents. 
“ If he or she is laid off through no fault of their 
own, they wouldn’t have to m ake paym ents for six 
months or a y ear,” he explains. “ The paym ents 
would be added onto the balance at the end and it 
would give the people som e breathing space ' 
M ortgages also could be used as an “ um brella” 
for m aking other consum er loans, according to 
Franks. 
“ The way it is now, if you have a $50,000 house % 
and a $30,000 loan at eight per cent and you want to 
borrow another $10,000, a lender will rew rite the en­ 
tire loan and bring it up to a new interest ra te ,” he 
says. “ I’d like to see him pay the new rate only on 
the new money. It would still be secured by the 
home, but he wouldn’t be paying higher interest on 
the whole loan.” 
Frank believes these and other kinds of flexible 
m ortgages will becom e increasingly popular in 
coming years a s lenders adapt their policies to fit 
today’s higher-priced houses and changing require­ 
m ents of homeowners. 


Employe morale 
major factor In

Power plant 
contracts 
awarded 


NEW YO RK (AP) — A large air freight company 
suffered from lagging m orale which w as reflected 
in service, sales and profits. A “ positive reinforce­ 
m ent” program w as begun in an effort to correct 
the problem. 
Under the program , employe perform ance w as 
audited and productive behavior w as encouraged by 
praise and recognition from m anagers, who were 
provided with detailed instruction on various kinds 
of reinforcem ent. 
The results , sales rose , savings over a three-year 
period amounted to $3 m illion; standards of im 
proved custom er service were m et 90 to 95 per cent 
of the tim e, com pared With 30 to 40 per cent pre­ 
viously; container usage, desired by the com pany, 
rose from 45 to 95 per cent. 
This is one of 103 case studies assem bled by the 
Work in A m erica Institute in a book called 
A 
Guide to Worker Productivity Experim ents in the 
United States 1971-1975,” a straightforw ard if un- 
glam orous title. 
Within the covers, though, are som e spectacular 
exam ples of improved productivity, resulting in 
som e instances from a m ere pat on the back but 
m ore likely the consequence of comm on sense 
training program s and recognition of worker pride, 
responsibility and need to be involved. 
At Bankers Trust Co. typists were em ployed at 
the repititious task of recording the transfer ot 
stock ownership after a sale or purchase 
Mo­ 
notony took its toll in errors and low levels of out­ 
put. 
Realizing the problem m ight be in the structure 
of the job rather than in the em ployes, the company 
began a job-enrichment program , which m eans 
sim ply that the one-dimensional task w as restruc­ 
tured to include related work and m ore respon­ 
sibility. 
.« 
. 
The typists responded. After six months, produc­ 
tion rates rose 92 per cent in one section, m ore than 
110 per cent in two others. No increase in errors 
resu lted, even with the elim ination of som e 
checkers’ jobs. 
The huge rise in productivity wasn t the only 
result. With the work force reduced by the eli­ 
mination of som e checkers — m ade possible by per- 
m ittlng the typists to assum e the responsibility 
they apparently craved — a saving of $300,000 a 
year w as m ade. 
All cases in the book are distilled from m ore 
detailed published reports, reduced in m ost in­ 
stances to a page apiece of significant details the 
organization, the number of w orkers involved, the 
program installed, the results. 
Not all the experim ents led to im proved produc­ 
tion. The introduction of weekly salary plans in lieu 
of hourly rates for som e blue collar w orkers at 
com panies such as G illette and Polaroid seem ed to 
increase absenteeism . 
,

But the great m ajority of experim ents led to 
gratifying im provem ents in the quality or quantity 
of work perform ed, and in many instances the im 
provem ents could be m easured by the bottom line 
of the auditors reports. 
The significance for Am erican industry can nara- 
ly be m inim ized, since improved productivity is the 
basis of m aterial im provem ents in life 
It m eans that in an industrial world of jaded 
workers, the human factor som etim es is m ore 
challenging than the technological. 
This has been especially true in the service in­ 
dustries, which are highly dependent on human 
rather than m echanical contributions Productivity 
has lagged in such industries as health, and prices 
have soared.

Bank reviews shift in yield curve 
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SAN FRANCISCO <BW> 
— The shift in the yield 
curve for U.S. government 
securities since July 27 
when the Federal Reserve 
moved to increase interest 
rates suggests that the 
market expects short rates 
to rise in the next couple of 
quarters, but not over a 
prolonged period, Crocker 
Bank reported in its week­ 
ly money market review 
The market yield on a 
government security em 
bodies expectations about 
the path for rates on 
shorter governments over 
its term to maturity. 
For example, the yield 
on a six-month bill will 


tend to equal the average 
expected yield on two &• 
month bill» over the same 
holding period. 
Thus, if short rates are 
expected to rise over a par­ 
ticular period, the yield on 
longer securities maturing 
within that period will 
usually increase, causing 
the yield curve to steepen 
over a portion of its range. 
In the eight days ending 
with Aug 4, the yield curve 
steepened by about 16*basis 
points between 90-day bills 
and 180-day bills. However, 
from the yield on 90-day 
bills, it remained basically 
unchanged, out to five 
years. And it actually flat­ 


tened by eight basis points 
out to the 30-year area 
Apparently, the market 
puts a relatively small 
probability on the chance 
of money market rates ris­ 
ing through 1978, but it 
feels that near term in­ 
creases are quite likely. 
In fact, the $1.5 billion 
decline in Ml registered 
this week still leaves the 
possibility open that the 
federal reserve will in­ 
crease the funds rate again 
in the near future to slow 
money growth 


The fed pays particular 
attention to money growth 
over the last eight weeks in 
deciding upon its target for 
interest rates On an eight- 
week basis.

Attic ventilation study set 


The National Bureau of 
Standards (NBS) has 
>egun a two year federally- 
funded field study to deter­ 
mine the energy effec­ 
tiveness of attic ventilation 
usee m combination with 
attw insulation in homes 
throughout the country. 
Various types of attic 
ventilation will be studied, 
including static vents in 
the roof, gables and soffits, 
and wind-driven turbine 
ventilators 
through the 
roof These vents do not 
require use of energy. In 
addition, the study will 
loos at e l e c t r i c a l l y 
powered fans used in the 
gaoies or through the roof 
to ventilate the attic and 
fans in the attic floor used 
to ventilate the whole 
house. 
In addition to NBS, par­ 
ticipants in the project are 
L a w r e n c e 
B e r k e l e y 
Laboratory (LBL) and 
Princeton University. The 
American Ventilation As­ 
sociation and the Home 
Ventilation 
Institute are 
cooperating in the NBS 
study which is jointly 
cosponsored by NBS, the 
Energy Research and 
Development Administra­ 
tion (ERDA1, and the 
F e d e r a l 
E n e r g y 
Ad­ 
ministration. 
Separate 
research performed by 
LBL and Princeton Univer­ 
sity is being solely spon­ 
sored by ERDA. 
Most household attics in 
the United States are not 
purposely heated or 
cook'd, but they usually 
contain some means of 
ventilation such as louvers, 
soffit vents, or windows In 
summer the attic can 
become extremely hot and 
in winter very cold. Ther­ 
mal insulation can be. and 
usually is, used to retard 
the flow of heat energy to 
and from the room s 
beneath the attic. There is 
little question on the value 
of insulation used in this 
way 
There are two major 
reasons for ventilating an 
attic — to reduce summer 
heat build-up and to reduce 
winter moisture build-up 
In the summer when heal 
builds up in the attic, ven­ 
tilation is important in 
order to get the most 
benefit from insulation. 
With little or no ventila­ 
tion, attic insulation will 
eventually absorb some of 
this heat and later tran­ 
smit it to the living area 
below 
In winter, the problem is 
more serious Insufficient 
ventilation will allow 
moisture originating in the 
house to condense on cold 
surfaces in the attic 
creating moisture damage 
problems Between home 
laundry, cooking, and 
showers, about 68 liters ( 18 
gallons) of water vapor 
can be produced each 
week Some of this water 
vapor will escape through 
or around the ceiling and 
condense in the attic on 
nails that p e n e t r a t e 
through the roof or on 
other cold surfaces Later 
the condensation could drip 
onto the attic floor 
■The use of attic insula­ 
tion in combination with 
» various types of ventilation 


in the attic has never been 
examined in adequate 
depth,” explains Dr. 
Preston McNall, chief of 
the Building Environment 
Division in the NBS Center 
for Building Technology 
(CBT). This research will 
try to obtain quantitative 
answers to questions peo­ 
ple have been asking about 
the energy efficiency of at­ 
tic ventilation. It is an ex­ 
tremely complex problem 


because there are literally 
dozens of variables, in­ 
cluding such things as the 
type of ventilation system, 
how it’s operated, the 
amount of insulation in 
the attic, the type and con­ 
struction of the house, the 
color of the roof, the 
climate, and humidity — 
and that's only a few of 
them.” 


McNall says the study 


will assess com'ort condi­ 
tions in the house as a 
result of attic ventilation. 
The research will also seek 
to determine whether, and 
under what conditions, net 
savings of energy are pos­ 
sible when an electric attic 
ventilator is operated in 
co n ju n ctio n 
with an 
electric air conditioner to 
reduce the total burden on 
the air conditioner. 


A recent U.S. Supreme 
Court decision that killed 
an ordinance banning the 
posting of “for sale" and 
“sold’’ signs on certain 
residential properties in 
Willingboro. N.J., is hailed 
as “monumental’’ in the 
July issue of “ Realtors 
Review,” a monthly trade 
journal published by the 
National Association of 
Realtors, 
The article points out 
that while the court s deci­ 
sion in the case of Linmark 
Associates, Inc., versus 
th e 
T o w n s h ip 
of 
Willingboro relates to a 
specific local ordinance, 
the ruling will be applied in 
other communities with 
similar ordinances and 
have far-reaching effects. 
Putting the decision into 
perspective, 
William 
North of Kirkland and 
Ellis, general counsel for 
the association, said, “The 
Linmark decision could 
well be the authority which 
w ill o v e r t u r n a n t i ­ 
solicitation 
ordinances 
which deny the public ac­ 
cess to valuable informa­ 
tion concerning the market 
potential of their proper­ 
ties.” 
The story behind the 
case began in early 1974 
when Linmark Associates, 
a New Jersey Corporation, 
listed a property it owned 
in Willingboro with a real 
estate broker. 
Until a week before the 
listing, Willingboro had 
permitted “for sale’ and 
“sold” signs on residential 
properties, subject to cer­ 
tain restrictions. However, 
on March 18, the Township 
Council enacted an or­ 
dinance prohibiting such 
signs on all but model 
homes. 
The council’s action was 
motivated by a desire to 
curtail panic 
selling 
resulting from alleged fear 
of change of the racial 
composition of the com 


munity. Between 1970 and 
1973, the town’s white pop­ 
ulation declined 5 per cent 
while the non-white popula­ 
tion increased about 60 per 
cent. 
Panic selling by whites 
was felt to be a major 
cause for the decline in the 
white population, and the 
sign ban ordinance was 
enacted to deal with the 
problem. 
Linmark Associates and 
the real estate broker 
brought action in federal 
district court against the 
township and the building 
inspector responsible for 
enforcing the ban The dis­ 
trict court granted a 
declaration of uncon­ 
stitutionality in the case 
Willingboro appealed the 


decision ami won a rever 
sal of 
the lower court's 
ruling. The case then was 
taken to the Supreme Court 
and the court issued its rul­ 
ing May 2. 


The decision, according 
to the article, amounts to a 
refinement in the applica­ 
tion of the First Amend­ 
ment protection of com­ 
mercial speech. Com­ 
menting on this point. 
North said: 


“The Linmark decision 
is the first major decision 
since the Virginia Phar­ 
macy Board decision to 
consider the status of com­ 
mercial speech under the 
First Amendment. And the 
Linmark decision a f­ 
firmed, in all respects, its 


protected status generally 
and as applied to real es­ 
tate transactions." 


In the Linmark decision 
the court said, “ 
the 
societal interest in 
the 
free flow of commercial in­ 
formation,’ . . . is in no 
way lessened by the fact 
that the subject of com­ 
mercial information here 
is realty . . . " 


The article states the full 
impact of the Linmark 
decision will be felt only in 
time, but that the ruling is 
monumental, there is no 
doubt “Realtors Review” 
is sent to the a s s o ­ 
ciation’s more than 508-000 
members in the United

State facing another crisis 


NEWPORT BEACH - 
The head of organized real 
estate in California today 
said our housing-starved 
state faces yet another 
crisis in Washington, D C. 
and urged Realtor support 
of recently proposed 
amendments to the federal 
Water Pollution Control 
Act calling for a re­ 
definition of the term 
“navigable waters 
Speaking before some 
300 Realtors attending an 
investment conference at 
the Newporter Inn, Jerome 
Blank of Albany, president 
of the more than 100,000- 
member California As­ 
sociation of Realtors, 
urged support of Sen. Lloyd 
Bentson’s D-Tex., amend­ 
ment to current law which 
requires U.S. Army Corps, 
of Engineers’ approval for 
any new construction along 
navigable waters. 
“ A recent Supreme 
Court decision changed the 
interpretation of the term 
nnviauhif» waters to mean 


any body of water which 
would include lakes, 
rivers, streams and even 
farm ponds, Blank told the 
Realtor group. "By this in­ 
terpretation, any body of 
water in this drought- 
parched state is now con­ 
sidered ‘navigable and the 
implications to any new 
construction are horren­ 
dous.” 
He used the example of a 
lot on the shore of a stream 
or lake requiring lengthy 
Army Corps, of Engineers 
permit-approval before 
any building could be done 
and urged support of Bent- 
so n ’s am endm ents to 
remove the use of restric­ 
tive federal land controls. 
“1 have written to Sen. 
Allan Cranston, D-Calif., 
and to Sen. S I. Hayakawa, 
R-Calif., asking their sup­ 
port of this important 
amendment," Blank con­ 
tinued “ I didn’t realize the 
implications of this until 
we tried to build a slxplex 
along a creek that is 


almost dry and found that 
we had to get an Army 
Corps, of Engineers per­ 
mit. Can you imagine the 
implications of such a 
law*" 
He cited the case of a 
developer near San Mateo, 
California who has been 
fighting with the Army for 
more than four years to get 
a permit to build on "wet­ 
lands" in a lagoon com 
munity which has added 
several thousand of dollars 
to his cost of construction. 
“While our interests are 
primarily those of Califor­ 
nia,” Blank said, “ the 
problem is nationwide. It 
effects a rancher in Idaho 
or a lakefront builder in 
Minnesota with the same 
severity.” 
He noted that he had just 
received a telegram from 
his counterpart at the 
Texas Association of 
Realtors, Reese Henry, 
urging California Realtors 
to support the Bentson 
amendment.

Ninety per cent of those 
surveyed said today's real 
estate price levels have in­ 
creased over last year’s in 
all categories (residential, 
commercial, 
industrial, 
etc.). Another 81 per cent 
felt residential listings are 
selling faster than one year 
ago, while 17 per cent 
reported the pace was 
slower, and 22 per cent 
believed it to be about the 
same 
Of those surveyed, 65 per 
cent, or 241 Realtors, 
agreed that today’s buyers 
enthusiasm is leveling off 
despite recent speculative 
activity which has existed 
in the marketplace About 
35-per cent, or 130, believed 
the activity still to be fran­ 
tic among buyers, es­ 
pecially in the residential 
sector 
Fifty-four per cent 
r e p o r t e d the i n d u s ­ 
trial/commercial 
mar­ 
ket to be better now 


than it was one year ago, 
while 40 per cent said it 
was about the same and 13 
per cent felt it was worse 
than mid-summer 1976, 


Eider reported the sur­ 
vey further showed that 10 
years was the average 
length of membership in

HOMETOWN DISC JOCKEY 
His millions o f listeners around the world consider 
him their favorite "hometown "disc jockev. It doesn V 
matter that he just might he two or three thousand 
miles awavat the time— Wolfman Ja ck is everywhere. 
In addition to being the regular announcer fo r NBC's 
The Midnight Special, Fridays (immediately follow ­ 
ing the Friday night presentations o f The Tonight 
Show), Wolfman is heard every day o f the week on 
radio stations worldwide. 
"Hi, all you sweet darlin's out there in Little 
Rock," comes the Wolfman on the air. "We gonna get 
our good selves ready for some funky fun right here 
on good ole KAAY! 
"Yes, indeed, Little Rockers an' Little Rockettes, 
it's 12:01 and the weatherman says it's gonna rain 
today. So who cares? It's gonna he funtime on KA A Y 
with the ole Wolfman today. " 
How can one man he a "hometown"favorite in so 
many cities around the world? Being "live" on that 
man v stations is a long and patient process, planned 
and prepared well in advance o f each air date. 
"I tell va, it may he hard to do hut we have a good 
time doin' it. If we didn V have fun ourselves, m vfans 
wouldn't have fun listening to me. " 
The secret o f the process: The Wolfman Jack 
Show is taped three days a week in a building on 
Sunset Boulevard in Hollywood. Then the tapes are 
customized for each individual station. 
"M\ engineer and / lock the doors o f the studio 
and go to work. We've taped up to 24 hours a day for 
as many as three straight ddys." 


No matter where he is at the time, when The 
Wolfman Jack Show goes on the air—on KQEO in 
Albuquerque or on WOW in Omaha—the switch­ 
board lights up as "hometown" listeners call in to 
talk to the Wolfman. In such cases, the operator 
politely explains that the program is pre-recorded in 
Hollywood, and most callers hang up happy. 
For most fans, from KCBQ in San Diego to WFIL 
in Philadelphia, Wolfman Jack remains their num­ 
ber one "hometown" disc jockey.

‘Don’t believe for one second 
that writing for children is a 
snap,* says the author of 53 
children’s books. ‘Still, it 
may be the straightest 
possible line between you and 
a publisher’s check - if you’re 
qualified to seek success in 
this rewarding field.*

Wf you want to write and get paid for it, I 
le a n t think of a better way to do it than 
writing books and stories for children and 
teenagers. Ideas flow naturally right out of 
your own life experience. While it’s still a 
challenge, the odds of getting that first un­ 
forgettable check from a juvenile publisher 
are better than they are from just about 
any other kind of publisher I know. 
Later on, you may get other checks from 
other publishers. But right now, the object 
is to begin — to break into print — to 
learn the feeling of writing and selling your 
work and seeing your name in type. After 
that, you can decide if you want your writ­ 
ing to take another direction. 
But after 30 years of editing, publishing, 
and teaching — and 53 books — I can tell 
you this: you’ll go a long way before you 
discover anything as rewarding as writing 
for young readers 
Your words will never sound as sweet as 
they d o o n the lips of a child reading your 
books and stories. And the joy of creating 
books and stories that young people ‘really 
dig’ is an experience you’ll never have 
anywhere else. 
But, that’s not all. The financial rewards 
go far beyond most people’s expectations 
because there’s a surprisingly big market 
out there for writers who are trained to 
crack it. More than 130 million young peo­ 
ple's books are purchased each year. Be­ 
tween 2,000 and 2,500 new titles appear 
annually and new authors account for <*s 
many as half of diem. 
There are also 250 monthly magazines 
looking for material for young readers. 
You can imagine how much writing it takes 
just to keep them going« 
Yet two big questions bedevil nearly ev 
ery would-be writer: “Am 1 really quali­ 
fied?” and “How can 1 get started?” 
Am 1 really qualified?’ 
This is our definition of a ‘qualified per­ 
son": It’s someone with an aptitude for 
writing who can take constructive criti 
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cism, learn from it, and turn it into a 
professional performance. Nobody else 
can get into the Institute of Children s 
Literature. The reasons are simple: our 
reputation is built on success, and if 
prospective students don t have the ear­ 
marks of success to begin with, we proba 
bty can’t help them. And we tell them so. 
It’s only fair to both of us. 
^ 
To help us spot potential authors, we ve 
developed a revealing test for writing ap^ 
titude It’s free, and we don’t charge for 
our evaluation. But no one gets into the In­ 
stitute without passing it. Those who pass 
and enroll receive our promise: You will 
complete at least one manuscript ready to 
submit to a publisher by the time you 
finish the Course. 
When we teach, you learn 
I’ve learned a lot about writing for children 
and I love It. Now I’m passing my know 
ledge on to my students so they can profit 
from it When I’m not writing my own 
children's books I spend my time at the In 
stitute of Children’s Literature, a work­ 
shop for writers that does only one thing 
and does it better than any other school or 
college or university I know It trains 


q u a lif ie d people to write for the young 
reader. On this age of boob tube illiteracy, 
convenient morality, and plastic values, do 
you know of a more important audience 
This is the way 1 work with my students, 
and my fellow instructors — all of whom 
are experienced writers or editors 
work 
more or less the same way. 


When you’re ready —- at your own time 
and your own pace — you send your 
assignment to me and 1 read it and reread 
it to get everything out of it you’ve put 
into it. Then I edit your assignment with a 
red pencil just the way a publishing house 
editor would. I return it along with a 
detailed letter explaining my editorial 
comments. I tell you what your strong 
points are, what your weaknesses are, and 
just what you can do to improve It’s a 
matteT of push and pull. You push and 1 
pull and between us both, you learn to 
write. 
The proof of the pudding 
This method really works. I wouldn’t 
spend five minutes at it if it didn’t. The 


proof of the pudding is that many of our 
students break into print even before they 
finish the Course.

CBers HELP THE POLICE DO THEIR JOB 


What began as a way to outwit “Smokey” has 
become, as one lawman puts it, the century’s 
most revolutionary idea in law enforcement.

Don’t look now, but Smokey the Bear has 
his ears on and is modulatin’ with all the good 
buddies out there in CB land from the Dirty 
Side to Shaky City. He’s copying the mail on 
Channels 9 and 19. Do you read me? 
If you’ve got a CB, you probably do. If not, 
here’s a translation: highway patrolmen across 


the nation from New York (the Dirty Side) to 
Los Angeles (Shaky City) are monitoring citi­ 
zen band radio channels 9 (the emergency 
channel) and 19 (the truckers’ channel). And 
so are thousands of other CBers in one of the 
largest highway safety efforts to date. In the 
three short years since the CB craze began, 
it has evolved from a means of evading the 
law to a means of enforcing it 
As just about everyone knows by now, the 
CB phenomenon started with truckers as a 
means of breaking the monotony and alerting 
one another to speed traps and traffic snarls. 
Thfe truckers spoke in an elaborate code— 
highway patrolmen were “Smokey the Bear" 
because of the wide-brimmed hats they wore; 
the 55-mph speed limit was the “double 
nickel”; gasoline, “motion lotion”; speeding 
tickets “bear bites” or “green stamps.” New­ 
comers to the CB scene were mystified by 
messages like “Smile and comb your hair. 
There’s a Smokey in the grass by the 80-mile 
marker, and he’s takin’ pictures.” (Transla­ 
tion: Radar ahead.) 
Today, about 20 million Americans hold 
licenses, and Col. Sam J. Smith, superinten­ 
dent of the Missouri State Highway Patrol, 
sees the use of CBs as potentially “the most 
revolutionary idea to occur in law enforce­ 
ment in this century because they will provide 
a means whereby the citizen can become in­ 
volved in law enforcement.” 
The Federal Government has authorized 
states to use Federal highway safety funds for 
the purchase of CBs. Missouri was the first 
state to equip all its patrol cars with CB radios 
after 240 state troopers had established their 
value by buying and using their own. In the 
first year, the police logged more than 99,000 
CB contacts resulting in 6,313 drunk-driving 
convictions, 5,882 speeding tickets and 4,615 
calls that led to arrests for other offenses. 
Since then, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
Colorado, New York, Kansas, California, 
Michigan, Illinois, Ohio, Colorado and New 
Mexico have equipped some or all of their 
patrol cars with CBs. In Pennsylvania, to cite 
only one example, so many motorists are 
equipped with CBs that the state decided to 
eliminate the emergency telephone system on 
its section of Interstate 80 because help is 
likely to come faster through the CB channels 
than it did through the emergency telephone 
system. 
Now police are busy dreaming up new ways 
to use CBs in crime prevention. Not long ago 
Robert Ferguson, president of the American 
Federation of Police, called on all licensed 
CBers to form a “CB National Posse” to help 
police fight crime. Ferguson, a CBer who goes 
by the handle of “Smokey Bear 1,” proposes 
that CBers use their radios to report crimes, 
automobile accidents and other problems in 
their communities In some areas, similar pro­ 
grams already are in operation.

Willpower alone usually isn’t enough. In his 
book Habits, How We Get Them, Why We 
Keep Them, How We Kick Them (Thomas 
Nelson Inc.), Richard Stiller suggests the fol­ 
lowing proven habit-breaking techniques. Inter 
rupt the pattern. For example, if you find you 
snack too much during the evening as you 
watch television, break the habit by changing 
the pattern: visit friends or work at a hobby. 
Create a new and competing habit. If you’re 
watching your diet, you can create the compet­ 
ing habit of reaching for a low-calorie goodie in­ 
stead of candy. Wear out the habit by repeating 
it over and over until disgust or exhaustion 
weakens the habits hold. 
In addition to physical habits, there are life- 
pattern habits, such as the habit of success or 
failure. Stiller explains that success often de 
pends upon having formed the habit of expect 
ing it. With this attitude, you have an excellent 
chance of achieving your goals “because you 
will behave so as to bring them about .’’ You can 
also influence whether your children develop a 
success or a failure habit. Psychologists have 
discovered that children who believe others 
have a low opinion of their ability sink into a 
pattern of failure and “just don’t seem to try. 
But it works the other way, too. “Children’s ex­ 
pectation of success or failure comes largely 
from others, mostly from parents and teachers. 
If they are convinced a child has ability, that 
conviction will powerfully motivate the child to 
succeed.” In other words, if you get into the 
habit erf believing in your children, they will 
probably develop the habit of believing in 
themselves.

HELICOPTERS 
TO THE RESCUE 


Military choppers are rushing life-saving aid to critically 
ill and injured civilians in many of our isolated areas. 


By Jack Galub 


MAST stands for M ilitary Assistance to 
Safety and Traffic, a program launched in 
1970 that lets military choppers airlift 
critically ill or injured civilians to hospitals 
without charge. Since its start it has flown 
more than 9,000 life-saving missions, and, 
because it meets a pressing need felt espe 
crally by rural and isolated communities, it 
has grown from its original four bases to in­ 
clude 17 Arm y and seven Air Force posts 
scattered across the country. 
The stories of the good the program 
does are innumerable and heart warming 
For example, more than 1,000 campers, 
tourists and local residents will never forget 
the nightmare they lived through last sum­ 
mer before being airlifted out of Big 
Thompson Canyon in Colorado 
It began with a cloudburst that dumped 
nearly 11 inches of rain in four hours on 
the peaceful resort area between Estes 
Park and Loveland. The rain turned the 
beautiful Big Thompson River into a ram­ 
paging killer. W ith the highway blocked at 
both ends and washed away inside the 
canyon, air was the only escape route. 
“ At first we thought only a couple of 
bridges had been washed out,” says Major 
Frank Gilliam, whose unit at Fort Carson 
was the first to fly. “ But when we got up 
there, it was obvious it wasn't just a few 
campgrounds that had been hit. The 
whole valley had been washed away. ” 
Yet, even before the flood subsided, the 
Fort Carson choppers shuttled up and 
down the steep canyon searching for and 
picking up stranded groups of survivors 
Community groups make up the civilian 
backbone of the MAST operation. The 
military furnishes the helicopters, crews 
and standard equipment 
Local people 
provide the rest. Hospitals either build 
landing pads or arrange for parking lot 
space whenever they are part of a mission. 
Local funds buy isolettes, oxygen and car* 
diac-care equipment, stretchers, FM two 
way radios to let chopper crews talk with 
hospitals and beepers to alert crews that a 
mission is being called 
To enhance the capabilities of the crews 
that work with them, hospitals often set up 
training programs for medics who fly 
MAST missions. This training is rewarded 
in lives saved, as in this case: A truck car­ 
rying bricks overturned, and helicopters 
out of Fort Riley, Kan., responded to a call 
from the sheriffs office. They found the 
driver pinned face down inside the cab, 
one of his legs partially severed, and suf­ 
fering with head and back injuries. 
While the paramedic worked to stop the 
loss of blood and to ease the pain, the 
crew chief organized the rescue Eventual 
ly, tow trucks, chains, lifts, pneumatic 
jacks, spreaders and even a front-load 
bulldozer were used to free the driver. Due 
to the medic’s ability to stop blood loss and

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NEW FINDINGS ON 
EXERCISE AND YOUR HEART 


A recently released, 22-year study confirms that 
physical activity reduces the risk of fatal heart attacks; 
‘ tips on how to avoid becoming a coronary victim.

A new landmark study has concluded 
that consistent, hard, physical exertion 
over many years definitely reduces the risk 
of fatal heart attacks. The study, by a 
group of researchers from the University of 
California, was headed by Dr. Ralph S. 
Paffenbarger Jr. and took 22 years to com­ 
plete. It involved 3,600 longshoremen in 
the San Francisco area, comparing those 
who were assigned highly strenuous tasks 
with others assigned to lighter work or 
sedentary )obs. The men who used the 
highest amount of sustained energy on the 
job were the cargo handlers, who burned 
up about 1,900 extra calories during an 
eight-hour day. Longshoremen in less ar 
duous jobs used between 685 and 1,470 
extra calories in an average day. 
The scientists found that a regular pat 
tern of hard work was accompanied by as 
much as a 50-percent reduction in risk of 
fatal heart attacks for the entire group 
They added that hard work and control of 
high blood pressure improved the risk ratio 
even further. 
In an exclusive interview with Dr. Paf­ 
fenbarger, Family W eekly asked him how 
he would relate his findings to a person not 
engaged in heavy labor 
“All research has shown,” he says, “that 
vigorous exercise is beneficial for almost 
everyone. Let me make clear that we 
don’t yet know if it is total energy expen 
diture that is associated with a reduced risk 
of heart attack or whether it is the spurts of 
energy output that provide the protection. 
And we don’t even know the exact mecha­ 
nism by which exercise is protective. 
“We do know that exercise, in order to 
protect the heart, must be vigorous and 
consistent, and that few jobs today, even 
for longshoremen, provide enough exer 
tion So we must pursue it in our leisure 
time.” 
We asked Dr. Paffenbarger to outline his 
recommendations for the vast majority of 
us who aren’t engaged in heavy work five 
days a week. He says most experts agree 
that at least three to four uninterrupted 
half-hour periods a week of hard physical 
activity, performed at three-quarters of our 
maximum heart rate, are necessary 
“Everyone should, of course, be in good 
shape before starting an exercise pro 
gram," he points out, “so it’s a very good 
idea to have your doctor check you, espe 
cially if you’re over 40. And you must start 
slowly. I think jogging is an excellent exer- 
•

cise for most people.’ Dr. Paffenbarger, 
who runs an hour every day himself, sug­ 
gests going about it this way: start a course 
of walking, increasing your distance and 
speed (stop promptly if you have any 
symptoms of chert pains or other major 
discomforts) until you get to the point 
where you can walk 3V* to 4 miles in an 
hour. Only then should you start in a jog 
walk pattern. Building to that walking rate, 
he says, will probably take a few weeks, 
and you shouldn’t be impatient. 
Now walk for five minutes, then jog as 
long as your tolerance permits (no more 
than five minutes); walk again, jog again, 
until eventually you can slowly jog for a 
half-hour without stopping “And I mean a 
slow dog riot, not a fast cUp, he stresses. 
“Stop if it becomes uncomfortable 
“I have to keep warning people not to 
go slamming out in true American fashion, 
all by themselves, dressed in running gear, 
and plan to run a mile. You’ll only hurt 
yourseH, if only in a minor way. Just in 
crease your activity as your tolerance per­ 
mits. then get into a regular pattern and 
keep it up That’s very important Cardio 
vascular fitness is quickly lost after physical 
activity is reduced. You must be consis 
tent, exerting your body without interrup­ 
tion for at least a half hour three times a 
week If you’re sporadic, you may do 
more harm than good " 
Dr. Paffenbarger agrees that jogging isn’t 
the only way to get vigorous exercise, but 
adds that most sports don’t provide the 
consistent rhythmic exertion needed to get 
the heart rate high enough Swimming, he 
says, is excellent, If you keep moving for a 
half-hour without stopping. Running in 
place, dancing, bicycling, rowing and jump 
ing rope also can provide the proper ener 
gy output because they not only are rhyth 
mic but also involve the entire 0 9 
body

W orkwomen’s C om pensation 


Doing a man’s work may turn out to be 
more than some women tackling formerly 
all-male jobs may have bargained for. Dr. 
Jerry L. PurseweB, a Univ. of Okla pro­ 
fessor of industrial engineering, says that 
women’s injuries — 
and workmen’s 
compensation claims — are soaring be­ 
cause equal-opportunity laws require no 
specific adaptation of jobs to a woman’s 
strength and physique. Pursewell says 
most of the Injuries are back problems 
caused by lifting unwieldy loads erf ma­ 
terial, but many others are caused by tools 
that are too large or are not balanced pro­ 
perty for women. “We need to take into 
account the differences between men and 
. women and to adjust the requirements ac 
cordinc^y,” concludes Pursewell One of 
Purse well’s colleagues at New Y ork Univ., 
Dr Erwin R. Tichauer. sees a bright side to 
the situation: “Job modifications that 
benefit a woman will also help a man. 
Because of their greater work tolerance, 
men have come under unnecessary stress 
Changes resulting from the presence of 
women will benefit aU workers ” 


Stopping Shoplifting 


Although not listed on the stock exchange, 
shoplifting is one of the country’s largest in­ 
dustries, netting an estimated $8 million a 
day in stolen merchandise. And it’s not just 
the merchants’ problem, because guess 
who pays the bill? According to Peter Har­ 
bin, senior vice president of a firm manu­ 
facturing 
electronic 
article-surveillance 
devices, retailers say that if they could 
e&minate shoplifting, prices could be cut 
from 20 to 25%. One effective weapon 
against shoplifting is electronic article 
surveillance, which has reduced shoplifting 
by xh in the 7,000 stores using it. White 
plastic inventory-control tags are attached 
to garments, and if the article is taken from 
the store, a diode in the tag transmits a 
signal to the merchant. “One of the things 
people are most surprised at when we in­ 
stall the system is that people who they 
think are shoplifters turn out not to be,” 
says Harbin, Who is the average shop 
lifter? A married white female, 23 years 
old with one child, and whose husband 
earns $14,000 a year.

Forer, who is an eldest child married to 
another eldest, says that an understanding 
of how birth order affects personality can 
help parents understand not only them­ 
selves but their children: “It can take a load, 
off the child if the parent expresses his 
awareness of what the child is going 
through.” 


Kids Frightened 
By TV Violence 


A recent national survey reports that 1 of 
every 4 children between the ages of 7 
and 11 is frightened by violence on 
television. 
Dr. 
Nicholas Zill, 
the 
psychologist who directed the study for 
the Foundation for Child Development, 
where he is a senior staff scientist, says 
there is a relationship between the 
amount of television watched and the 
child’s fear of violence in his own life. 
“Parents should realize that television is 
not just a mindless baby sitter but that it 
is a major educational force.” Zill ad 
vises parents to find out what types of 
programs their 
children 
watch, 
and 
“then If you don’t like them, have the 
courage to turn off the set ” Watching 
television with the child so that you can 
discuss anything frightening that takes 
place is also helpful 


New Pregnancy Test 
(is She Or Isn’t She?) 
Think you might be pregnant? There’s a 
new test available that can give you an 
answer up to 3 weeks sooner than 
previously possible 
The test, 
called 
Btocept-G, detects the presence of a hor­ 
mone, human Chorionic Gonadotrophin 
(hCG), which appears in the blood and 
urine early to pregnancy. Developed by a 
team beaded by Dr. Brij B. Saxena at the 
N.Y. Hospital - Cornell Medical Center 
to New York City, the test is 99% accurate 
as early as 10 days after conception. In ad­ 
dition to aBowing the patient to begin plan­ 
ning for her pregnancy earlier, the test can 
spot certain kinds erf abnormal pregnan­ 
cies. According to Dr. Robert Landesman, 
who did the initial clinical testing of 
Biocept-G, “Finding out about the preg­ 
nancy earlier can also be a tremendous ad­ 
vantage to helping the woman avoid drugs 
and radiation that might be harmful.” 


New Way To Teach Children: 
Send Parents To School 
The children of more than 100 Florida 
families are achieving better communica­ 
tion and learning skills through a program 
that trains the best potential teachers they 
will eveT have — their parents. The Univ. 
of Miami run program is teaching the par 
ents how to stimulate their infants to ex­ 
plore, experiment, learn and communi­ 
cate. It is financed with $240,000 from the 
National Institute of Mental Health, and 
Dr. Jack Benson and his associates put 
parents through a 10-week course and sup­ 
ply follow up booklets to guide them dur­ 
ing the child’s first four years The parents 
are taught how to reward the infant with 
hugs, talk and attention when the baby ex­ 
periments with different activities The 
goal is to give children learning skills they 
can use in elementary school.
